Sir O’ Moore Creagh, Hero of Many Wars, Reviews the Strategy of the Great Struggle in Europe From its 
Beginning to the Present German Drive at Verdun and Concludes That the Entente Powers Have Held 


the Whip Hand Sinoe the Battle of the Marne. 


He Explains Why English and 
French Did Not Rush Forces to 
the North of Belgium to Stop 
the German Invasion by Declar- 
ing That That’ Was Just What 
Germany Wanted Them to Do 
So Line Protecting France 
Would Be Weakened. 


(Gen. Sir O’Moore Creagh, who has had a 
distinguished military career, wears the most 
coveted decorations a British General can ob- 
tain. He entered the army as an Ensign in 
1866, won the Victoria Cross in the Arghan cam- 
paign of 1879-80, filled every important command 
in India, finally succeeding Lord Kitchener as 
Commander in Chief in 1909, a post he held for 
the usual term of five years, until the beginning 
of 1914, when he retired after 47 and a half years 
of military service in the most responsible post- 
tions. He wears the Grand Cross of the Order 
of the Bath, the Grand Cross of the Star of In- 
dia, some foreign orders, and numerous medals. 

Sir O’Moore Creagh was born in County Clare 
in 1848, and his father was a captain in the 
Royai Navy. Since the war broke out he has 
had command of the volunteers in England.-4vho 
have now secured War Office recognition. His 
only son is at the front in Flanders, an officer 
in a crack cavalry regiment.)

N appreciation of a situation in the war 
A zone means a good deal more than a rec- 
ord of events as they occur, it involves a 
criticism of these events. whick entails the inves- 
tigation and determining of doubtful facts, trac- 
ing causes to effects and testing the means em- 
ployed with reference to the results obtained. 

-A moment’s consideration will make it apparent 
to the least instruccted in the art of war how 
extremely difficult it .s to do this with any ap- 
proach to correctness. In war 2 great part of the 
information received is contradictory, a sti:] great- 
er part false and the greatest part of all of a 
doubtful character. One report follows on the 
heels of another; if is fortunate if these ty con- 
tradicting one another, leave a balance for proba- 
bility, as is often the case. But it often occurs 
that one follows another, confirms it and magni- 
fies it, but when it is acted on causes a false 
move to be made. The difficulty of drawing 
correct conclusions from information received is 
immensely increased when it has to be don? in the 
confusion of war itself by the chief actor. 

Fortunate indeed is the nation which has a gen- 
eralissimo whose stanch self-reliance makes him 
proof against the seeming pressure of the moment. 
There is no doubt Gen. Joffre is such a man. 
Events have proved that the Germans do not pos- 
sess his equal, and that he and the French Gen- 
eral Staff of which he is the head are vastly su- 
perior to the German General Staff. The conduct 
of the war, which I will hereafter briefly relate, 
amply proves that. 

Besides the difficulties of gauging information, 
commonly called “the fog of war,’’ which affect 
the chief actors in the field, other matters which 
are of a pre-war nature and mainly affect cabinets 
bave to be considered. Among the most im- 
portant of these are the talents of the opposing 
Generals, the military virtues of the opposing 
armies, the national characteristics of the oppos- 
ing nations, and the respective numbers each can 
put into the field. Such questions must occupy 
the minds of general staffs and be their constant 
study long before the outbreak of war, otherwise 
they will not be in a position to give sound ad- 
vice when policy may make demands on the army 
to which it cannot respond, resulting in a rude 


awakening. 


MAKE these remarks because the Anglo-Sax-

> This splendid result, which has saved Europe 
from ‘the crushing tyranny of the Hun, was ob- 
tained by the efficient strategy of Gen. Joffre, the 
great ability of the French Genera) Staff and the 
superior fighting powers of the French soldier, 
aided by a small, ably commanded and most effi- 
cient British force equal in valor and in musket- 
ry efficiency to their ancestors who fought in 
‘Spain during the Napoleonic wars, The result

was obtained against vastly superior numbers, 
supported by a much larger quantity of heavy 
guns. 

It is therefore reasonable .o conclude that the 
French and British soldier is individually far 
superior to his German enemy, and that the 
French direction of the war by Gen. Joffre and 
his General Staff is equally superior ‘to the Ger- 
man. ‘oar 

In considering the plans of campaign on each 
side it must be remembered that the Germans for 
many years had been preparing their army for 
aggression, and had induced Austro-Hungary to 
do the same. They judged everything by the war 
of 1870, as far as France was concerned, and, mis- 
reading the events of that war. considered they 
could easily take Paris and, by “frightfulness” 
there enforce an immediate peace. .They knew 
Russia was quite unready. While realizing tae 
great numbers of their enemies, they felt quite 
certain they could smash them beforé they had 
time to mobilize and concentrate. To the Central 
European alliance celerity was everything: to 
their enemies delay was all important. In their 
pride, which is the characteristic of the German 
ruling caste, they considered the game was in 
their hands.

is well known, was, trusting to the com- 

plete unpreparedness of their foes, to de- 
feat France, the most immediately formidable of 
these, rapidly and completely in the shortest pos- 
sible time, which they calculated would be about 
three weeks, by employing the bulk of their 
forces to effect it. While they were thus engaged 
Austro-Hungary was to attack Russia, keep it 
fully occupied, interrupt its mobilization and con- 
centration and deal with Servia. After France had 
been defeated a small army, aided by “frightful- 
ness,” would be sufficient for its occupation, when 
the bulk of the German forces would be 
turned on to Russia, which would be dealt 
with by them and their allies in the same 
manner as France. Thus the whole hope of Ger- 
many to secure victory lay in prompt action; de- 
lay to them meant ruin; to their enemies it meant 
salvation; for with time the latter could mobilize 
and concentrate immense forces. 


During long years which this aggressive war 
has been prepared for the Germans and Austro- 
Hungarians had been occupied in building a com- 
plete system of strategic railways, internal and 
to the frontiers, with a view to the present cam- 
paign. They had not neglected Bngland, for they 
had a system of railways t® their northern ports 
to accelerate the embarkation of an army of in- 
vasion. When they declared war this systein, 
including strategic railways for the invasion of 
Belgium, was complete. France they considered 
“decadent,” and therefore ripe for conquest; Rus- 
sia “tartar” and “barbarous” and therefore as 
having no right to exist in Europe; England, occu- 
pied with Irish, suffragette and labor troubles, and 
all for peace-at-any-price, therefore she could not 
join in the war, so could be dealt with after- 
ward. She had colonies the trade of which was, 
they said truly, mainly in German hands, while 
she only governed them, which was clearly wrong. 
They should be German, but they could be taken 
later at a more convenient season. 

She forgot two things In reference to England 
—first, that it was an honorable Power, had guar- 
anteed the integrity of Belgium and would honor 
her bond; and, secondly, that it was the great sea 
power, and that from the dawn of history to re- 
cent times “world conquerors” had invariably met 
their fate at the hands of sea power. She thought 
the Belgians would not fight, and if they did it

AS there ever before in the world’s his- 
W tory such a series of miscalculations en- 
tailing such calamities on mankind? I 
think not. Pride is the chief characteristic of the 
German ruling caste; they think they knew every- 
thing and they have educated their “low caste” 
countrymen to the same belief, so that they are 
mere slaves, with some of the feelings of honor 
appertaining to freemen. 

“Pride goes before a fall,” and the fall is very 
near now. It was pride that caused them to un- 
derestimate the strength of all their enemies, and 
particularly that of France, to whom they weve 
only superior in their preparedness, numbers, 
heavy guns, advantages which haye already partly 
disappeared. Their foul means of carrying on 
war also gave them an advantage. The result of 
it has been, however, to confirm their enemies 
in their resolution to smash them and deprive 
such people of the power to again shock humanity 
by their brutal methods. : 

Over France Germany had many other and great 


advantages. She was greatly superior in numbera,4 f 


and her troops Were all at home, while many of 
those of France were oversea. She was completely 
prepared for war. France was not. The French 
eastern frontier was strongly fortified, but it did 
not afford sufficient space for the simultaneous 
deployment of all the German armies, while it 
would take some time for them to smash through 
it; but by passing some of them through Bel- 
gium these advantages wou!d be overcome; there- 
fore her dishonorable disregard of treaties was 


a temporary advantage, and she resolved to vio-|f 


late the neutrality of Belgium. To give the Ger- 
mans General Staff their due, they did not leave 
out of consideration the disadvantages of invad- 
ing Belgium, but they greatly underestimated 
them. Luxembourg was nothing in their opinion; 
its only defense was “scraps of paper.”

with Germany implied an immediate at- 

tack on her strongly fortified Wastern 
frontier, which was guarded by two corps, fully 
trained, equipped and ever ready for war. During 
the time occupied by the Germans in attempting 
to smash through this frontier, France could 
mobilize and concentrate her armies, even those 
from overse-. She calculated on the violation of 
the neutrality of Luxembourg, but that was not a 
matter of much import, because the frontier of 
the two states only touched for a very short 
distance. The violation of Belgian neutrality 
could not, however, be left ot of consideration, 
although it was believed impossible, as it would 
certainly, it was thought, bring Englavd into the 
war, and, taking all the circumstances into con- 
sideration, the French did not think their ene- 
mies would be so stupid as to do this. The great 
French commander so concentrated his army as 
to enable him to meet this contingency should it 
occur, which it did very soon, when Belgium de- 
cided to fight; a slight change in the destina- 
tion of its units enabled him to meet it. 

The decision of Belgium to fight—and well she 
fought, too—and the readiness of the French 
army to meet the new problem caused by the 
German invasion through Belgium, was the first 
upset the Germans got, which necessitated 
changes in their concentration, a process always 
causing delay. The action of Belgium and En- 
giand’s joining in the war caused new problems 
for both belligerents. We must briefly consider 
these from the point of view of each. 

Belgium, on deciding to fight, based her con- 
centration on Antwerp in the north instead of 
on the French army on her southern frontier, 
which would have been her better course. This 
plan of concentration was known to both sides. 
The place of concentration of the English army 
was not known to the Germans, but was, of 
course, to the French.

TWO GREAT CITY ASSETS. 

The discovery that no equivalent for the taxes 
now paid for the property was included in the 
arrangement for the use of the levee tracks 
after title is vested in the city shows the care 
and deliberation demanded in adjusting the im- 
portant issues now pending with the Terminal 
Railroad Association. 

The levee franchise having expired, the city 
acquires the ownership of the tracks by valuable 
concessions in another direction. For their 
further use on a rental basis the Terminal As- 
sociation agrees to meet the cost of maintenance 
and to pay $30,000 a year. 

But it is now paying $31,824 in taxes on the 

property, which sum will be lost under municipal 
ownership. But for the discovery of the “joker” 
the reclamation of the municipal right of way 
on the levee would have been attended by an 
annual loss of $1834 to the city and a corre 
sponding gain to the railroads. 
An equitable arrangement, of course, would 
indemnify the city for the loss in taxes and pro- 
vide in addition $30,000 or other reasonable sum 
for the use of the valuable strip of levee land, 
more than six miles long. Where else could 
the use of a right of way located as advantage- 
ously be obtained either by lease or purchase on 
terms involving a rental or interest charge of 
no more than $60,000 or $65,000 a year? 

To enter into hasty, fll considered agreements 
with the Terminal Association for the use of 
Union Station privilezes by railroads that may 
come into the city over the free bridge would be 
equally fatuous. 

The effect in future years of stipulations en- 
tered into now must be painstakingly studied. 
Ratiroads which have planned to use the free 
bridge might like to have something to say about 
it—-might offer pertinent suggestions or be able 
to give other important assistance in the nego- 
tiations, 

President Kinsey bas lately informed us that 
a surplus of several hundred thousand dollars 
will remain after the completion of the East 
Side approaches. Possibly some of this money 
could be employed for a further investment in 
bridge utilities making St. Louls more independ- 
ent of Terminal facilities on this side the 
river. 

The free bridge ts a city asset of the very first 
importance. The levee tracks are another big 
asset from which dividends are expected in 
service as well as revenue. It is the problem of 
the present municipal administration to insure 
from these assets the wisest, most productive 
returns in benefits to the whole community.

It was 
a result not conducive to the welfare of the coun- 
try. Whatever his grievance, Mr. Roosevelt can- 
not expect that to be forgotten. 

If the Republicans of the country—the Taft Re- 
publicans and the Roosevelt Republicans—are to 
be united in the coming campaign, and achieve. 
the victory which, united, is assuredly theirs, the 
past must be buried by the past. No one who 
was a disturbing factor in the disruption of four 
years ago could hope to command the support of 
the entire party. The nomination of Mr. Taft 
would only revive the controversy, and the nom- 
ination of Mr. Roosevelt would have the same 
effect. Neither could expect the undivided Re- 
publican vote and neither could expect election.

LIVELY TO STAY NEUTRAL. 
pPiladelphia Inquirer: Whatever may be the 
exent of its military precautions and whatever 
my be their immedWate occasion, there can be 
~ doubt that Holland is resolutely bent on main- 
taining its neutrality to the last limit of possi- 
It has suffered grievous provocation and 
great injury from each of the belligerent combi- 
nations. In fts determination to prevent the trans- 
portation of any supplies to Germany, Great Brit- 


: ain has subjected its commerce to most vexatious 


restrictions, while Germany, in its indiscriminate 
attacks on merchant vessels, has sent many of its 
steamships to the bottom of the sea. But Hol- 
land is in such a position that it cannot afford 
to call either of those countries to account or to 
join hands with either of them. 

If it were to enter the war on the side of the 
entente allies it would be in great danger of 
meeting the same cruel fate by which Belgium 
was over: taken, for it may be assumed that Ger- 
many has made its plans in anticipation of that 
contingency and that its territory would be im- 
mediately overrun and ravaged by German troops. 
On the other hand, should Holland enter the war 
as Germany’s ally, its coast would be forthwith 
blockaded, its commerce would be driven from 
the seas and its important insular possessions 
in the Far East would be promptly wrested from 
it by Great Britain’s superior naval force. 

Its position is a hard one, and the great diffi- 
culties and embarrassments by which it is con- 
fronted are only too likely to increase as the strug- 
gle grows in bitterness and as the contestants 
grow more and more ruthless in their desperate 
prosecution of the strife; but there seems nothing 
for Holland to do but to bear with what patience 
‘t can an irremediable situation, in the hope that 
it may receive in the settlement which must 
eventually be made some compensation for the 
wrongs it has sustained, and the prudence which 
is one of the most distinctive traits of the Dutch 
character warrants the expectation that this 
course will be pursued. Unless one side or the 
other forces war upon it, Holland will stay neu- 


tral till the end. 


FEARS GERMANY MOST. 

Detroit Free Press: While the ‘situation is 
a trifle obscure, the attitude of the Dutch Gov- 
ernment seems still to be a determination to de- 
fend its neutrality against all comers, with Ger- 
many the chief object of its fear. For, while Hol- 
land may have suffered some disquiet from the 
Paris conference, and while there may be some- 
thing in the story that uneasiness prevails over 
a request from the allies for right of way through 
the country, there is some presumption of safety 
from high-handed invasion by France and Great 
Britain in the position taken by them with re- 
gard to Germany’s overriding of Belgian rights. 
Even the occupation of portion’s of Greece's ter- 
ritory cannot neutralize this presumption, be- 
cause, after all, the allies were invited into Greece 
by the Premier of that country before they un- 
dertook to make any landing. 

Correspondingly, the suspicion of Germany is 
heightened by her violation of Belgium; ond the 
Dutch have seen more of the consequences of that 
violation than any other nation. Nor can the ad- 
miration of the Hollanders for the Teutons have 
been increased by the sinking of the Tubantia, 
which is generally put down to the discredit of 
a German submarine regardless of the Berlin dis- 
claimers. 

This uneasiness concerning Germany, an 
easiness frankly vpiced by ex-War Minister Colyn, 
probably suffer no diminution from the circum- 
stance that the German Government is busily 
fortifying both its own and the Belgian frontiers 
against Holland and is sending all Belgians now 
living along the border into the interior of the

ANGRY WITH GERMANY. 

Cleveland Plain Dealer: Holland, 
territorially almost as small as Belgium, has a 
far higher rating as a world power. By no 
friendly imagination could the Dutch kingdom 
be called one of the great nations, yet her present 
empire and her past history entitle her to re- 
spectful consideration. Moreover, Holland is 
thoroughly ready for war. She has an efficient 
‘army and she has a navy which is far from negli- 
gible. 

The sinking of Dutch vessels in the recent fury 
of submarine destruction has turned Dutch sym- 
pathy solidly against Germany. Hitherto there 
has been a division. The newspapers of Am- 
sterdam and Rotterdam have divided between 


though 


pro-ally and pro-German sentimert. The sinking 
of the Taubantia and other submarine outrages 
have solidified public opinion against Germany. 

In the event of Dutch belligerency the first 
task of the Dutch would be to prevent a German 
invasion similar to that which swept over Bel- 
gium in 1914. The next work would be to clear 
the coast of mines. These two tasks accom- 
plished an English expeditionary force would al- 
most certainly be dispatched through Holland to 
attack Germany from a new quarter. 

Germany does not desire Dutch hostility. The 
possibilities are far too perilous. Yet Germany 
knows the Dutch temper, and is willing to arouse 
Dutch wrath by the indiscriminate destruction 
of Dutch vessels. Dutch belligerency would be 
a more pressing danger than th belligerency of 
the United States. Germany is risking both by 
her defiance of international law and by her 
disregard of the rights of neutrals. It {s suffi- 
ciently clear that she is playing for the highest 
stakes, and is willing to risk evcrything on the 
venture. 


MAY DECIDE THE WAR. 

Pittsburg Gazette-Times: The reported activ- 
ity in Holland, culminating in an extraordinary 
council of the Dutch Ministers of State, may 
well have created the profound sensation it is 
said to have caused in the capitals of Europe. 
At this juncture of the great conflict any active 
part that Holland might take in the struggle 
would be momentous in its consequences. In fact, 
with the fight at its present critical stage, the 
Dutch, with their 400,000 trained men and their 
highly advantageous geographical position, may 
be said to hold the balance of power in Europe. 
Within a few hours this great army of fresh 
troops could be hurled with telling effect either 
upon the British lines in Belgium or upon the 
German position in Belgium or Germany. Who 
can doubt that the sudden accession of this 
strength by either side would be sufficient to 
turn the balance? 

If Holland, goaded to desperation by the un- 
mérited hardships she has endured since the be- 
ginning of the war, has now decided to cast her 
lot one way or the other and take an active part 
in the conflict, she could not have chosen a more 
propitious time in the whole course of it Be- 
lief in Europe has grown into a positive con- 
viction since the attack on Verdun began that 
the mighty struggle raging there is destined to 
prove the high point of the war. 

In these circumstances it is easily conceivable 
that the contending nations are watching every 
move of Holland no less keenly than they are 
scanning each other, for though much has been 
said one way and another as to sentiment in the 
Netherlands, the real attitude of the ones who 
rule the little kingdom is one of the unknown 
quantities and has been so since the war began.

| Milk Producers Demand Living Profit | 


FARMERS AS STRIKERS. 

New York World: ‘The strike of 8000 milk 
producers in the Chicago district has an element 
of novelty as showing the use by farmers of the 
regulation methods of organized labor to enforce 
their demands. But it is the same old kind of 
strike as respects the disregard of the public’s 
rights in the matter by the strikers. The quarrel 
of the producers being wholly with the distrib- 
utors, they proceed at once to punish the con- 
sumers by dumping milk into ditches to prevent 
dealers from obtaining it and emptying cans in 
transit. 

This is a perfect adaptation of the methods 
of striking traction motormen or other public- 
service employes, and shows how well the farm- 
ers have learned the game. But while farmers 
have as good a right as other people to go on 
strike, their function as producers of the neces- 
saries of life impose obligations on them. 


THE PROBLEM IN OHIO. 


Cleveland Plain Dealer: The dependence of 
a modern city upon its daily supply of fresh, 
pure milk is well recognized. The production and 
distribution of a supply adequate to the needs of a 
community as large as Cleveland is a problem 
taxing the resources of many men. It is a prob- 
lem, moreover, the wise handling of which con- 
cerns the health and comfort of practically every 
individual in the community. 


Northern Ohio producers demand 15 cents a 
gallon for milk for the six months beginning 
April 1; they have been receiving from 12 to 14 
cents. Further, they demand 20 cents during the 
winter months. Dealers in Cleveland have refused 
these demands. Ordinary milk retails to the 
people of Cleveland during the summer months 
at 8 cents a quart.

In September, 1914. the Germans at

the Third French Corps. The German 
, Seneral staff mainly contributed to this

From the.furce they then sent against 
this bridgehead. on which the most tm- 
portant railway tines of Northeastern 
France converge, it is apparent they at- 
tach the greatest importance to its pos- 
session.

QUESTIONED BY SEVERAL 
SPEAKERS IN REICHSTAG

Every Month Brings Record Figures of Shame- 
less Exploitation of War by United States, — 
Dr. Stresermann Says—Possible 
Peace Terms Discussed.

BERLIN, April 8.—‘‘America, thou 
hast it better,” rang out in the Ger: 
man Reichstag Thursday, almost ini- 
pressively, when Dr, Stresemann, one} 
of the leaders of the National Liberal 
party, drew a contrast between Ameri- 
ca and “Europe, a convulsively twitch- 
ing body bleeding from a thousand 
wounds.”’ 

“Every month brings record figures of 
the American boundless, one might al- 
most say shameless, exploitation of the 
war,’’ declared Dr. Stresemann, “Among 
the German peoples there is deep em- 
bitterment over this materialistic con- 
ception of neutrality by America and 
over a policy which appears to us 8 
mixture of humanitarian idealism with 
hypocrisy; of consideration for election 
and for the interests of the peoples.” 

Germany's ‘‘KXriegziele,”” or open and 
frankly expressed desire for peace un- 
der acceptable conditions, and a certain 
amount of criticism of America’s atti- 
tude toward Germany, and America’s 
neutrality, marked the second day of 
the great debate in the Reichstag fol- 
lowing. the Chancellor’s historic speech 
of Wednesday. 

All Touch on Subject. 

America’s tmpartiality was questioned 
in one form or another by almost every 
speaker; some more delicately touched 
upon this sore point with the Germans; 
others dwelt more sharply on it. In the 
main, such criticism of America was 
voiced within limits that could he char 
acterized as of extreme moderation, in 
view of the sentiment known to exist in 
the Reichstag on the subject. It was 
quite evident that one or two speakers 
were practising self-restrain when they 
referred to the United States in their 
speech. 

The use of every available means, 
method and weapon against the eco. 
nomic thumbscrew of Britatn’s war of 
starvation was demanded, but with al’ 
but one or two speakers, standing for 
taking the rights of néutrals into con- 
sideration. 

The desire for continued peace and 
friendship with the United States was 
voiced by Dr. von Payer of the Peoples’ 
Progressive party, who made en appeal 
to the sense of justice of the American 
people. 

In part, the debate stretched ent be- 
vyona the day peace is signed 
conditions and necessary preparetions 
for the commercial struggle after the 
war. Dr. Stresemann followed Dr. Pay- 
er. Stating that what Gérman arms 
had achieved in a way of %® months 
compared favorably with the greatest 
deeds of the ancient Greeks and Ro- 
mans, Dr. Stresemann declared that tn 
Germany youth in the future should 
hear more in the seheols and high 
schools of Moltke and Hindenburg than 
of Caesar and Alexanden 

“It would be absurd te dena,” he 
said, “that the blockade of our foes 
is not making itself felt In many @i- 
rections. 

“At the Paris conference it was de- 
cided to carry this throttling stifl fur- 
ther, with every means our enemies 
have got. 

Weuld Apply Every Means, 

‘This forces us also to apply every 
means we have. We have the means 
to strike Bngland in her life nerve, 
and demand that use be made of it. The 
justified interests of neutrals have been 
taken into consideration to the minut. 
est extent. Uniustified demands or pre- 
tensions by neutral Powers must be 
rejected. 

‘The extension that the United States 
has given to the meaning of neutrality 
is incompatible with the German ¢6on- 
ception. One eannot ask to ga excur- 
stoning on armed ships in the war 
zone. 

“I hope the U-boat war will be caon- 
ducted within the meaniag of the reso- 
‘ution of the Budget wommittese. Openly 
! have recognized that the blockade 
of our enemies has placed us in a diffi- 
cult position, but none of us will con- 
clude therefrom that our enemies wil) 
ever be able thereby to bring about 
our defeat. It is true there are symp- 
toms and manifestations that @re any- 
thing but pleasing.”’ 

Referring to the Socialist Ebert's ex- 
pressed desire in the Wednesday de- 
bate for peace, Dr. Stresmann said that 
wish was being taken as a sign of weak- 
ness. “If this is falsely construe? 
abroad we cannot help that,” he said.

“Warnest voices aiready are touching 
upon the relations of America «nd Eu- 
rope after the War. Europe will then 
be a conv ulgiv ely twitching body, bleed- 
ing from a thousand weunds. Never 


more ‘will be justified. the words,”

“However ethically grounded the 
yearning for peace may be, it shatters 
on the strong reality of the existence 
of the peoples. When it comes against

“That we will consider the justi- 
fied claims of neutrals is a matter 
of course, and I say this in view of 
the agitation and excitement among 
some neutrals, which, to a large ex- 
tent, are being instigated by n- 
giand. We agree with the Chancellor 
that no neutral can ask that we shall 
not defend ourselves against En- 
gland’s {llegal starvation with all the 
force and means at our command, or 
that we shall permit restrictions to 
be placed on such defensive meas- 
ures, 

“The necessity ef bringing this 
war to an eng as soon as ever it is 
possible, through use of every wea- 
pon of arms, cannot be surpassed in 
importance by the justified interests; 
however great, of any neutral state.” 

Will Centinue Conflict. 

Count Westarp frankly stated: “We 
all desire an early ending of this 
bloody war, but the annihilation and 
destruction desire on the part of our 
enemies continues unbroken. We will 
clinch our teeth and continue the 
conflict.”

TO LOOK FOR MONLY 
IN A WOODEN LEG 


Guardian of Alton Woman Also 
Investigates Circumstances 
of Supposed Suicide. 


Charlies Kroener of Detroit will 
have the body of Miss Elizabeth 
Hauck exhumed at Alton to look for 
money which he thinks she may have 
concealed in her wooden leg. When 
she died Sept. $700 was found in 
her clothing. Kroener, who wags her 
guardian, thinks she must have had 
more money than that. 

Kroener also doubts whetuer the 
finding of the Coroner’s jury, that she 
killed herself, was correct. He is 
making an investigation and will 
place evidence in the hands.of the 
State’s attorney and ask him to take 
action. 

Miss Hauck was 35 years old. She 
was formerly in the millinery busi- 
ness in St. Louis, at California aYenue 
and Arsenal street, She set herself 
up in business with part of the $3000 
she received from a railroad company, 
for-the loss of her leg 20 years ago. 
On account of failing health she 
stored her millinery stock and went 
to Alton. 

She was living at the home of Mrs. 
J. J. Kreyling, 625 Oak street, when 

she died from chloroform poisoning. 
On a@ piece of paper clutched in her 
hand was written a request that ev- 
erything she had be given to. W. J. 
Helmering, 10860 North Broadway, 8t. 
Louis. It was not signed. The writ- 
ing was not admitted to probate as a 
will. An administrator was appointed. 
There remains $300 for distribution 
Mrs. Kreyling says she is a cousin of 
the deceased and has filed a claim 
for it. 

Kroener says Mrs. Kreyling is not 
related to Miss Hauck. He claims the 
money for two half-sisters in Vin- 
cennes, Ind. He says the hand writ- 
ing on the paper found in Miss 
Hauck’s hand is not hers.

Kansas Decision Says Autoist Must 
Walk .o Track and See if 
Train Is Approaching. 
TOPEKA, Kan., April 8.—Listening 
for noise of an approaching train is 
not sufficient precaution for drivers 
of motor cars who approach railroad 
crossings where oncoming trains 
cannot be seen, according to a de- 
cision of the Kansas Supreme Court 
handed down today in an appeal of 
a damage suit brought by Dr. W. A. 
Wehe of Topeka against the Atchi-

NEW YORK, April 8.—The New York 


World has compiled figures which re- 
veal for the first time the extent and 
effectiveness of the work done by the 
American people in behalf of European 
war sufferers. 

Twenty-three millions is the total of 
cash the people of the United States 
have contributed. A quarter of a bil- 
lion, it is esimated, is the grand to- 
tal spent on relief work abroad since 
the war began, and the United States, 
through its cash contributions and the 
various stores of food, clothing and sup- 
plies furnished, has responded liberal- 
ly. Nearly 75 organizations engaged in 
war relief work in New York and in 
St. Louis, Boston, Philadelphia, Chi- 
cago and other large cities, are engaged 
in the task.

IN A SURPRISE BY 
NEGRO TROOPERS 


Bandits Said to Have Lost More 
Than 30 Men in Fight With 
Part of Tenth Cavalry. 


NEAR AGUAS CALIENTES 
Gen. Pershing Highly Praises 
Fighting Qualities and Disci- 
pline of Colored Soldiers.

IN THE FIELD WITH AMERICAN 
EXPEDITION, Chihuahua, April 4, 
(via motor train to Columbus, N. M., 
April 8.)—Following the battle at 
Guerrero, in which 46 Villistas were 
shot down, 50 other dead being found 
later, buried at Bachinera, the Amer- 
{can troops pursued the bandits re- 
lentlessly and last Saturday part of 
the Tenth Cavalry under Col. William 
C. Brown came upon a large body of 
the enemy near the village of Aguas 
Calientes at San Antonio Canyon. 

Here the Mexicans thought they 
were safe, as their hiding place was 
well chosen, and the American attack, 
as at Guerrero, came as a surprise. 
Mexicans were lolling in the grass 
eating or sleeping, as it was noon, 
when Mexicans dislike to be on the 
move. Their , horses were grazing 
nearby and the Mexicans did not 
know of the proximity of the Amer- 
icans until the first crack of a rifle. 
Then they leaped for their horses and 
again there was a short running fight. 
The shots of the Americans told al- 
most every time, while the Villistas 
failed to inflict any losses of conse- 
quence, according to reports. Villa’s 
losses are reported to have been more 
than 30. The remainder of the band 
is still being pursued into the can- 
yons. 

Natives Are Uncommunicative. 

At least 1000 Mexicans have been in- 
terviewed and scores of homes visited 
by American troops in the Guerrero 
district in an effort to find Villa, but 
not the slightest clew to his where- 
abouts has been disclosed by the na- 
tives. The region around Guerrero’ and 
Bachineva is sparsely settled and every 
rative accosted is questioned closely, 
but no American yet has induced a 
Mexican to talk when he preferred to be 
silent. 

Even if the natives were against Villa 
they would not betray him, for. they 
have learned that to assist one faction 
against another later means pillage and 
probably death. 

The Tenth Cavalry is composed of ne- 
gro troops, and the battle of April 1 
Was the first time negro soldiers had 
ever fought against Mexicans. Just a 
few days before Col. Brown's fight, I 
heard Gen. Pershing discussing the negro 
soldiers. 

Pershing Praises Negro Troops. 

“They are among the greatest 
fighters in the world,’ he said. "I 
have seen these negro soldiers march 
all day in high spirits, humming 
songs together. I have never heard 
them complain. They keep their camp 
in neat order, which means much 
work, and after evening mess they 
gather around the fires for songs, 
card games and stories. I saw these 
negroes day after day doing these 
things, and they went into battle 
just the same way, light-heartedly, 
yet determined to make good records 
and please their officers. It m@attered 
not to them whether it was a battle, 
card game or a frolic, the job must 
be a good one, and a good one they 
made it.’ 

It has been learned that all of the 
wounded in the first battle, that at 
Guerrero, were of Troop C.

ss HE object of an election is to determine 


general principles. The working out 

of legislation is an expert business, 
and no matter how high the general intelligence 
may be, the initiative and referendum is not 
adapted to the work of lawmaking. 

“In practice, the initiative has worked out this 
way—that all the cranks in Christendom require 
people to vote, at every election, on their wild 
schemes. This abuse, which is inseparable from 
the system, has made the people so weary of the 
initiative and referendum that proposals sub- 
mitted by this method are disregarded by more 
than one-half the voters, who mark their ballots 
on candidates and-leave the legislative end alone.

Hodges, who is in his third term as Sec- 
retary of State and was expected by 
what are termed “‘machine politiciars” to 
sweep the field, was third, with 12 coun- 
ties, and Judge L. C. Smith of Arkansas 
County carried 15 counties on a platform 
of “let the people rule,” a dignified term 
for loca] option as against State-wide

Shades of Jeff Davis. 
The triumph of Prof. Brough repre- 


sents the completed stage of what has 
been the most spectacular revolutionary 
movement in a State’s politics witnessed 
in this country, at least within recent 
years. 

A decade ago Arkansas was under the 
dominion of Jeff Davis, who, as Gov- 
ernor and then as United States Senator, 


maintained his hold through appeal to 
what he termed the “hill billies,’’ that 
element who had not yet fully emerged 
from the Civil War period and who be- 
lieved, largely as a result of the preach- 
ing of Davis, that what was defined as 
progressive sentiment was in reality only 
a cloak for studied design and effort 1% 
fasten the yoke of oppression upon the 
toiling masses for the benefit of the 
classes. 

The recent primary demonstrated that 
even the so-called “hill billies’’ have 
awakened to the devices of the profes- 
sional politician; that they realize the 
Civil War has been over more than half 
a century, and that the appéal to thei- 
prejudices is but a device of the indi- 
vidual to reap advantage. 


No Pledges to Politicians. 

The nomination of Prof. Brough ‘s 
interpreted to me the death blow 
to machine rule(in Eastern Arkan- 
sas. As the nominee, whose election 
is assured as far as anything can be 
assured under the~human _ system, 
will enter upon his term without 
pledge to the politicdans as distinct 
from those to the people; the poll- 
ticlan will give way to the practical 
business man, whose promise is to 
free the State from debt and to bring 
about the enactment of laws, in so 
far as he may be able to do so, which 
will make his administration a con- 
structive one. 

Prof. Brough, a native of Missis- 
sippi, was a student at Johns Hop» 
kine University at a time when 
Woodrow Wilson was a i lecturer 
there. Later Brough was a professor 
in the Mississippi University, and 
came to Arkansas 12 years ago to 
accept the chair of political economy 
in the University of Arkansas. 

During this 12 years Prof. Brough 
taught thousands of Arkansas 
youths, and endeared himself to his 
pupils to a degree that, when he an- 
nounced his ambition to become Gov- 
ernor, they rallied to his support in 
such numbers that the other candi- 
dates at once charged that the uni- 
versity was a political factor, and 
attempted to align the people who 
have been unable to send their boys 
and girls to the State institution 
against him, This only made the 
university graduates fight the 
harder. 

Sectional Prejadice Fails. 

Great stress was laid in the cam- 
paign upon the fact that Prof. 
Brough was of Northern parentage, 
but voters refused to be influenced 
by this effort to Inflame sectional 
prejudice. Aithough ft was pro- 
claimed by his opponents that Prof. 
Brough’s father was an officer in the 
Federal army many Confederate vet- 
erans indorsed and actively worked 
for his election. 

It was further charged that Prof, 
Brough was theoretical and would be 
unable to manage the affairs of the 
State, and at the same time it was de- 
clared that he had saved large sums of 
money which he sent outside the State 
for investirnerit. Prof. Brough refuted 
these statements, but agserted that even 
if they had been true it would have 
all the more fitted him for Governor, 
as it demonstrated great financial abtl- 
ity for a low-salarted professor to amass 
a fortune. 

Prof. Brough’'s election is in line with 
the attitude of voters all over the State, 
who have this year been turning out old 
officeholders generally. Hodges is 4 
young man, a former néwspaper editor, 
who served four years as State Printing 
Clerk, and ts closing his third term as 
Secretary of State.

APPEAL GRANTED. 


FROM DICTUM OF 
PRIZE COURT HEAD 


American Shippers Pleased, Bea 
lieving They Now Can Avoid 
Diplomatic Intervention.

PROVIDES FOR REDRESS 


LONDON, April 8—The Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Councfl has 
rendered a decision permitting an ap-< 
peal from the order of Sir Samuel 
Evans, president of the Prize Court; . 
that the war office might requistien| 
the cargo of copper seized from 
Swedish steamship Zamora 
spring while en route from New Yor — 
to Stockholm. . 

This decision is regarded as of 
great importance by representatives 
of American prize court: claimants, 
who believe it assures them satisfae- 
tory adjustments without diplomatie 
intervention. One representative, 
who is involved in claims —_ 
to millions, said: 

“The decision is «a mlestedio: es 
prize court procedure of the present 
war. 
the famous dictum of Sir Samuel 
Evans. that it is inconceivable that 
the British Government should prom- 
ulgate any order in council whieh 
would not be enforced by decree of 
the prize court. It is noteworthy 
that this dictum war pronounced 
when the Zamora case was being 
tried before Sir Samuel Evans. 


Reverts te Old Practice 
“In a few words the Ceeision al- 


lowing an appeal reverts te the olf 
time practice of British prize court 
Justices who did not hesitate te rule 
against the Government when it ap-. 
peared that orders in council prom- 
ulgated by the crown were in viola- 
tion of accepted International law. 

“We are naturally delighted, for, 
after the Evana dictum, we felt that 
our only chance of securing redress 
was diplomatic intervention which is 
difficult to resort to until the cases 
passed through the prize courts, thus 
entailing delay which meant ruin te 
small shippers.” 

The decision permitting ae appeal 
lays stress on this point by @@ying the 
prize court must provide medhs of re- 
dress for anyone aggrieved by acts of 
a belligerent Power, for otherwise hs 
must appeal through diplomatic chan- 
nels. Therefore every ‘belligerent Pow- 
er must appoint and submit to the juris. 
diction of a prige ‘court to which any 
aggrieved person may have access. The 
court further points out that with these 
facts recognized it has long beet well 
established that a neutral aggrieved by 
act of a belligerent Power of which the 
prize court may take cognizance ought, 
before resorting to diplomatic interven- 
tion, to exhaust remedies in the prize 
courts. A case for diplomatic interven- 
tion would arise only if a decision 
amounted to gross midcarriage of juse 
tice. The decision of the Judicial Come 
mittee states, thereforo, that the reason 
for that rule of diplomacy would van- 
ish entirely if the» prize court were is 
reality acting undér direction of the 
executive of the belligerent Power. 


How Dictum Is Reversed, 
The paragraph of the decision, which 


according to American attorneys, re- 
verses the Evans dictum, follows: 

“Tt could not, of course, be disputed 
that the prize court, like any other 
court, was bound by executive enact- 
ments of its own sovereign staté. The 
British prize court certainly is bound 
by acts of the tmperial legislature. But 
it is none the less true that If the Im- 
perial executive passed an act the pro- 
visions of which were inconsistent wits 
the laws of nations, the prize court give 
ing effect to such provisions would no 
longer be that prize court. This coun- 
try would be bound by the act. The im- 
perial legislature afforded no grounas 
for arguing that they were belligerent 
by executive orders of the King ‘n 
council.”’

YOUR CREDIT is GOooD sufered through the attempt to make 

J them partial wniversities. If a young 
| man is only going through the high 
school, tt doesn't help him to give him 
an insufficient, halfway university edu- 
oeation. It is more helpful to give him 
thoroughness in high school subjects. A 
mere smattering of a lot of things 
makes an unedtcated man. 

“The lack of thoroughness is the se- 
rious fault of eur education. As in 
politics, things are all preamble and 
recital. There is lack of discipline 
in the schools, as there is in the fam- 
ily. We try to make everything easy. 

“The easy, flabby tdea of discipline 
was well expressed by the mother 
who introduced her son to a new 
teacher. ‘Our Willie is a noble boy,’ 
she said. ‘Sometimes he is a little 
wayward, perhaps, and often he may 
need stimulation. But don’t punish 
him. We never do—except in self- 
defense.’ ” 

Speaking of the rapid advance of 
the larger universities, particularly 
the state universities, in attendance, 
he remarked that the great numbers 
of modern wniversities do not always 
make for thoroughness. “If I were 
im control of Yale,” he said, “I would 
try to limit the number of students. 
The present number, 8500 to 4000, is 
large enough, and the danger in too 
great an increase of numbers is that 
it may result in diluting the quality 
of the education.” 

He had not read the Flexner- 
Rockefeller suggestions for radical 
changes !n courses of study, which 
were discussed by St. Louis educa- 
tors in the Post-Dispatch a few days 
ago, but he remarked that he fa- 
vored the retaining of classical stud- 
fes. He held that they afford valu- 
able discipline, although this has 
been disputed, and he further con- 
siders them a valuable means of 
teaching English grammar. The dis- 
continuance of the formal study of 
Srammar, he said, was a matter for 
grammar school teachers to discuss. 
“But they might teach English,” he 
remarked, “and spelling.” 

When I mentioned, as a local topic of 
interest, the negro segregation law late- 
ly enacted through the initiative, Mr. 
Taft's comment was a vigorous, ‘I am 
opposed to it."” He made it clear that 
the spirit of such lezislation was ob- 
noxious to him, and when the detalls of 
the St. Louts law were briefly explained 
to him, he said he saw no reason to 
change his adverse judgment. He said 
he had not studied the constitutional! 
question ftonnected with the law, which 
the courts will soon have in hand, but 
remarked that several sentences In Fed- 
eral Constitution seemed to him to be 
opposed to such legislation. 

Mr. Taft spoke of his host, former 
Secretary Nagel, as having been 
“especially happy and useful” during 
his term of office in the Department 
of Commerce and Labor, in forming 
the National Chamber of Commerce, 
which, through its affiliated local or- 
@anizations in different cities, has 
become a group of civic associations, 
conducting referendums and forming 
a connecting link between business 
and the Government.

Since the war began the American 
Red Cross has shipped to the stricken 
countries supplies having a money value 
of $1,504,812. 

The General Committee for the Relief 
of War Sufferers in Germany and Aus- 
tria-Hungary, of which Charles Froeb 
is ‘treasurer, has already forwarded 
nearly $600,000 to those countries. The 
total sent to Germany is about $325,000, 
and to Avistria-Hungary $165,000. Adolf 
Kuttroff, former president of the Ger- 
man Aospital, has given largely of his 
timé and fortune in furthering the war 
relief work. 

Five and a half millions have been 
raised thus far for Jewish relief largely 
by the American Jewish Relief Com- 
mittee, aided by the Central Relief Com- 
mittee and the People’s Relief Commit-

. ’ ization has shipped 24,000 cases, con- 
jtainig 3,000,000 articles. 

It costs $500,000 a vear to carry on 
the work of the American Ambu- 
lance Hospital in Paris, an organiza- 
tion of*which Robert Bacon is presi- 
dent of the board of governors. Near- 
ly $750,000 has been raised for this 
work thus far. The organization‘ 
conducts two permanent hospitals, one 

at Neuilly, in the outskirts of Paris, 

and one at Jujlly, 25 miles out of the 
city. [In those hospitals this opgani- 
zation cares for 1200 to 1400 pdtients 
per day. More than 160 motor am- 
bulances are used in the work. 

Money for Training in Trades. 

Nearly $60,000 has been raised by 
}the American comimittee for tratning 
in suitable trades the maimed soldiers 
vf France. Supplies for atout 150 hos- 
pitals in Normandy, Brittany and the 
environs of Paris are being furnished 
by the American fund for French 
wounded. A total of $40,000 has 
been received by the Franco-Amer- 
{can committee for the protection of 
the children of the frontier. There 
are nearly two dozen localities where 
the committee is now caring for these 
children, 1200 of them. 

The Serbian Relief Committee of 
America, of which Dr. Charles W. 
Eliot is honorary chairman, reports 
total contributions of $245,426.92 up 
to March 18. 

A tota) of $161,992.43 has been 
raised by the Secours National Fund, 
for the relief of the destitute women 
and children of France. 

This fund has been swelled by $8,- 
630.75 through the Secours National 
Skating Club, which held meetings at 
the Biltmore rink on Tuesday and 
Thursday afternoons for adult class- 
es and on Saturday ntornings for 
children. 

Nearly $11,000 have benn contrib- 
uted to the Belgian soldiers’ totacco 
fund, and this phase of war relief 
work continues to attract the inter- 
est of many people. Last week a 
total of $428.83 was received for this 
fund, and that amount means a 
week’s smoking for more than 40,000 
Belgian soldiers. 

About $12,000 has been received for 
tle Fatherless Children of France 
Fund.

“ll the craft which might possibly 
have been involved in an attack on 
the Sussex have reported, and that 
from the reports of their commanders 
it is absolutely certain that the Sussex 
was not damaged by a German tor- 
pedo, and that Germany is in no wise 
responsible for the disaster. 

Reply in Four Other Cases. 

From the material at hand it will 
also be possible to reply to the 
American inquiries regarding the 
steamers Englishman, Manchester 
Engineer, Eagle Point and Bedwind- 
raic, and establish according to the 
‘ierman contention, that no blame at- 
taches to Germany. 

When Germany on April 5 bessidied 
Ambassador Gerard an interim note 
replying to the inquiries of the 
United States Government regarding 
the Sussex and four other steamers 
the matter of responsibility still was 
in doubt and the investigation was 
still proceeding. 

Germany’s Ad Interim Reply. 

Tee German foreign office, appre- 
elating the agitation in the Uniced 
States over the cases, transmitted an 
interim response declaring the readi- 
ness of the Government, should the 
Sussex prove to have been destroyed 
‘xy a German torpedo contrary to the 
understanding with the United States 
to make all reparation, including the 
payment of compensation.

SUPPORTS CENSORS 
LEWIS CASE 


Referendum Vote of 450 to 25 
Called ‘‘Overwhelming Re- 
buke’”’ to. Physician. 


The St. Louis Medical Society, by a 
referendum vote of 460 to 2, last night 
expressed ‘‘complete confidence’’ in the 
19 officers who resigned recently over 
the case of Dr. Bransford Lewis of 
4954 Lindell boulevard, charged by the 
society censors with violation of ethics. 
Their resignations were withdrawn at 
the society's request, and the organiza- 
tion reaffirmed its adherence to the 
principles of medical ethics, as laid 
down by the American Medical Associa- 
tion. 

Several members of the society after- 
ward told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
“an overwhelming rebuke to 
Dr. Lewis.’’ The latter was not in the 
meeting. The original charge against 
Dr. Lewis was allowing a medical pa- 
per which he had prepared for delivery 
in Kentucky to be published in a St. 
Louis afternoon newspaper. 

Dr. Lewis was disciplined for this 
at one meeting of the society, but 
at a later meeting the vote was re- 
considered and the action rescinded. 
Following the second meeting 19 of- 
ficers resigned in a body. 

The referendum ballot, which had 
been sent out early in the week to 
each society member, stated that the 
vote at the second meeting, by which 
the verdict of the Board of Censors 
was not ratified, represented only ap- 
proximately one-sixth of the member- 
ship of the society. 

The tallot further stated, in speak- 
ing of that meeting, that “the action 
of the society is not to be taken as 
an indication of the abandonment by 
this body of the principles of medical 
ethics and that the officers with- 
drew their resignations that peace. 
harmony and unity of purpose will 
prevail in its ranks.”’

. Believes He Saw Dillon. 

J. Bauer of 5600 Theodosia avenue, 
an automobile salesman in the county, 
telephoned last night to the police that, 
at 1 o’clock Friday afternoon, he saw a 
policeman, whom he said he recognized 
as Dillon, sitting on the front seat of 
an automobile which was speeding out 
St.. Charles rock road. This was near 
Valhalla Cemetery, and the route would 
have led to the Bonfils quarry neighbor- 
hood. Overland Park, where the car 
was found, is several miles south. Some 
policemen advanced the idea that Bauer 
might have seen the policeman’s dead 
body, held in position on the seat by the 
meninthe car.

The finding of a policeman’s cap, 
early yesterday afternoon, caused the 
search for Dillon’s body to be con- 
centrated in the ravine along Denny 
road, south of Olive street road, 
where the discovery was made. 

Wililam Grieb, a farmer, found the 
cap. It was of the present season's 
make and pattern, and the front part, 
which bore the policeman’s number, 
was torn away. The crown was torn 
nearly free from the visor, to which 
the sweatband was hanging. The 
size, 7%, was that of the cap worn by 
Dillon. 

Grieb took the cap to Edward Zim-| 
mermann'’s 12-mile house, and the 
proprietor telephoned to the city po- 
lice.

Attacks Being Driven Home 
on Both Sides of Salient in 
French Lines Northwest 
of Verdun, Where Artillery 
Fire Is Heaviest. 


Berlin Reports That Russian 
Attacks in the Lake Narocz 
Region Have Been Easily 


Repulsed. 


Austrians on Aggressive on 
Italian Front—French Sub- 
marine Sinks Austrian 
Transport in Adriatic. 


LI-NDON, April 8.—Persistent at- 
tempts by Germans to reduce the s2- 
lient in the French lines northwest 
of Verdun are resulting in steady 
progress for the operation. Attacks 
are being driven home on both sides 
of the salient at the northern angle 
of which lies the village of Bethin- 
court, but more particularly on the 
western edge in the vicinity of Hau- 
court, 

Berlin reports the capture of two 
strong points of support to the south 
of Haucourt which passed recently 
into German hands, an entire srencn 
position along d@ front of more than 
a mile and a quarter coming into 
Teutonic possession. Paris hzs ad- 
mitted German advances here, but de- 
clares that on the opposite side of the 
salient the advantage in the recent 
fighting has been with the French. 
The present German activity in the 
Verdun region is confined almost 
entirely to this operation, although 
the artillery in other sectors around 
the fortress is being intermittently 
employed. 

On the FEastern front there have 
peen no ope. tions of major impor- 
tance, so far as the official reports 
show. The Russians aparently are 
limiting |their activity at present for 
the most part to the Lake Norocz re- 
«ion, south of Dvinsk, and Berlin 
declares that such attacks as have 
been made there were along nar- 
row front and were easily repulsed. 

Violent fighting is taking place on 
the Austro-Italian front, the Aus- 
trians being on the aggressive in sev- 
eral sectors and reporting consider- 
able successes, with the capture of 
numerous prisoners. 

Three Austrian aeroplanes, which 
were part of a squadron which raid- 
ed railway stations back of the hos- 
ti lines, failed to return to their 
base and apparently have fallen vic- 
tims to the Italians. 


Spirited Bombardment of French Po- 
siticns West of Meuse. 
PARIS, April &—The official commu- 
nication issued tonight by the War Of- 

tice follows: 

South of the Avre our artillery de- 
strovyed the Saint Aurin mill and shat- 
tered the enemy trenches north of Beau- 
vraignes. 

‘In the Champagne, in the region 2f 
Navarin, we replied by a curtain of fire 
to a violent bombardment which 
presaged an attack. The enemy did-not 
leave his trenches. 

“In the Argonne we directed a con- 
centrated fire on the enemy batteries 
in the Cheppy Wood and in the region 
of Montfaucon and Malancourt. 

“In the region of Verdun there was a 
spirited bombardment of our front com- 
prising Bethincourt,, Le Mort Homme 
and Cumieres. 

“In the Vosges our artillery was 
active in the Fecht valley.’’ 


Germans Capture More Than Mile 
of French Positions. 

LERLIN, April 
nounced today the capture of French 
positions more than a mile and a quar- 
ter wide in the Verdun region west of 
the Meuse. 

The statemer’ ss: 

“Western front: ‘On thy: left bank of 
the Meuse, Silesian and Bavarian troops 
took by storm a strong Fre..ch point of 
support south of Haucourt. They cap- 
tured the entire enemy position on the 
ridge of Termiten Hill, extending over 
a width of more than two kilometers. 
A counter attack, attempted early this 
morning, failed completely Our losses 
were slight.’ 

Losses of the enemy owing to the 
treacherous behavior of some, were 
very heavy. In addition to those :i6 
officers and 699 men were captured 
uninjured, including numerous re- 
cruits of the class of 1916.

WILL QUIT MEXICO IN WEEK 


Secretary Baker's Statement Taken Only as Pav- 


ing Way for Such Action—Tension Between 
Carranza and U. S. Growing.

EL PASO,: Tex., April 8—The troops 
are coming out of Mexcio before «the 
middle of April, all well-informed #1! 
Pasoans believe. Whether they are 
coming out to stay, or to get anew 
start, no one seems to know. But thac 
they are coming home no one doubts 
and each successive statement from 
Washington is pol:.ted to as additiona: 
proof. 

The tension between tlie de facto Go-~-- 
ernment of Mexico and the Government 
cf the Unite. States seemed greater 
today than on any other day since the 
Columbus raid, a month ago. The de- 
nial at Queretaro that permission had 
been granted to the United States army 
tv use the railroads showed most clearly 
the tight box in which Carranza finds 
himself. 

As has been pointed out in these dis- 
patches, the first chief would gravely 
jeopardize his hold on Northern Mex: 
ico, if he were to permit this. It now 
appears that his Generals, on who his 
power rests, have made it clear to him 
that he must not permit the invaders 
to use the rails. It is reported from 
Mexican sources that the military chiefs 
in the Carranza regime have presented 
to the first chief a notice which is in 
the nature of an ultimatum. If he per- 
mits the use of the railroaus by Ameri- 
cans, they will no longer guarantee to 
him the loyalty of the army. Under 
such conditions he can only refuse his 
Northern neighbor’s request. 

Baker Paves Way. 

Secretary of War Baker’s statement 
ostensibly .to deny most energetically 
that there was any thought of with- 
drawing the troops. is taken as pav- 
ing the way exactly for that event. The 
Secretary makes public for the first 
time the orders under which Gen. Fun- 
ston is directing the expedition for the 
purpose of showing that its mission can 
be accomplished without killing or cap- 
turing Villa. He is only to break up 
his bands and this, any Mexican official 
will tell you, already has been done.

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PURSUIT OF VILLA 
AT A HALT, SAYS 
AN ARMY OFFICER 


By Associated Press. ; 

EL PASO, Tex., April 8.—The pur- 
suit of Villa has been brought to a 
definite. halt, according to a state- 
ment made here tonight by an Amer- 
ican army officer, holding a position 
of responsibility. 

“There is no use blinking at the 
facts,” he said. “Even a layman 
shculd te able to understand that 
Gen. Pershing, with the relatively 
small number of men in his com- 
mand, cannot maintain lines of com- 
munication anywhere from 300 to 500 
miles long and at the same time 
press the pursuit of a bandit into 
a country where he is known to have 
thousands of sympathizers, if not 
active supporters. 

“With the free use of the Mexican 
railroads we still could hope to do 
something, but apparently there is no 
hope of such a concession, at least at 
present. I cannot see that the army 
can do anything more until the rail- 
road problem is settled in our favor 
or substantial reinforcements are 
sent in to Gen. Pershing.”’ 


Statements from Mexican officials 
here and in Juarez, coupled with the 
dispatches from Washington, are al- 
cepted as intimations that a speedy 
and sensational development in the 
situation is coming. In connection 
with this feeling, reports continue to 
come from a dozen different sources 
of the concentration of Carranza 
troops near the border. These re- 
ports come in such a manner that 
they cannot be ignored, and it is 
known that they have been forward- 
ed to Washington as credible. 


For over a week it has been report- 
ed here that additional Carranza 
troops were on their way to Juarez 
and that Gen, Gavira, the present 
cummander in the’ Mexican town, was 
to be superceded. 

Statements from Mexican sources 
tonight declared positively that Gen. 
Gavira had received orders to pro- 
ceed to Casas Grandes to take a field 
command and that he would be suc- 
ceeded by Gen. Petronillo Hernandez.

If a break -with Carranza were to 
come at this time, Mexican troops could 
inflict terrible punishment on the tenu- 
ous line spread across the Chihuahu 
deserts. Gen. Elias Calles, Governor of 
Sonora, has 12,000 well trained and 
equipped soldiers on the eastern bpoun- 
dary,.of his state, which he could inter- 
pose between the Americans and their 
Columbus base. 

Chihuahua: troops could be rushed to 
Chihuahya City, where there is already 
a large garrison, and they could strike 
the American line at Bachinaba and cut 
off all the advanced cavalry. Without 
taking any further interest in the po- 
litical situation than their duties re- 
quire, military men are forced to ac- 
knowledge that proper caution requires 
that the line be not stretched too far 
without more men, or some assurance 
of Carranza’s continued complaisance.

An official of the de facto Govern- 
ment said today that five men, now 
prisoners in Juarez are being held as 
the local leaders of the frustrated plot 
to capture that ‘town, while the in- 
stigator of the whole affair is a 
wealthy Mexican, now a refugee in 
Texas. The rest of the prisoners, he 
said, were merely tools. The five lead- 
ers have confessed, according to the 
Carranza leaders. 

The plot, according to these confes- 
sions, was aimed at Americans. Dur- 
ing the band concert in the plaza last 
Sunday evening which it was safe to 
surmise would be attended by alli 
classes including the soldiers off duty, 
the conspirators intended to open fire 
on all Americans in sight and im- 
mediately rush the barracks and seize 
the arms. They then were to attack 
the American patrol at the interna- 
tional bridge and other points, Their 
object was said to be not so much to 
overthrow the Carranzistas as to force 
American intervention, which the con- 
spirators believed would end the Car- 
ranza regime and restore peace with 
guarantees of security of property, 
including the great estates, now con- 
fiscated. 


Mexican Cowboys See Dead Man Who 
They Say Looks Like Villa.

Secretary Baker Declares That 
Reports of Withdrawal Are 
Without Basis.

WASHINGTON, April 8.—Secretary 
Baker formally denied today that imme. 
diate withdrawal from Mexico of the 
American expeditionary force was con- 
templated. 

“The object of the expedition is as 
Stated when it’ was undertaken,” said 
Secretary Baker. ‘It never has been 
changed. No other orders have been 
given, and the expedition is busily pur- 
suing it now, with what, I hope, is a fair 
chance of early success.’ 

Reports that preparations for with- 
drawal were under way were declared 
by Baker to have ‘‘absolutely no basis 
of any kind.’’ All the War Department’s 
plans for pursuing the chase were pro- 
gressing actively, he declared, an order 
being placed only today for 15 gaso- 
line carrying motor trucks for Gen. Per- 
Shing’s campaign. The American forces 
were “pushing ahead,’ he said, ‘‘but 
gave no details of the operations.’ 

Villa Not Mentioned. 

Publication todav of the text of the 
criginal army order to cross the bor- 
der a month ago, revealed that no spe- 
cific direction to capture or kill Villa 
was included. The order, made ‘public 
by Major-General Scott, Chief of Staff, 
stated that the work of the United 
States troops would ‘‘be regarded fin- 
ished as soon as Villa’s band or bands 
are known to be broken up,” or that 
the Americans would withdraw ‘‘as soon 
as the de facto Government of Mexico is 
able to relieve them of this work.’’ 

Secretary Baker and Gen. Scott said 
the order was unchanged: that no new 
o1 supplemental order had been given: 
and that Gen. Funston had not yet re- 
ported that the American expedition’s 
object had been attained. It was re- 
called that on the day the troops crossed, 
Secretary Baker said their object was 
to ‘capture or disperse’ the bandits who 
raided Columbus. 

Secretary Lansing also issued a state- 
ment today saying he knew of no inten- 
tion to withdraw the troops. He also 
said no intimation had come from the 
Carranza Government that de facto 
Coverrjment officials thought Gen. Per- 
shing had accomplished his mission and 
should return to United States terri- 
tory.

Satisfaction with the transportation 
situation was indicated at the War and 
State Departments today.

Text of Original Order. 

The original order to Gen. Funston 
to enter Mexico in pursuit of Villa, as 
given out by the War Department to- 
day, follows:

“In carrying out these _ instruc- 
tions you are authorized to employ 
whatever guides or interpreters are 
necessary, you are given general au- 
thority to employ such transporta- 
tion, including motor transportation, 
with necessary civilian personnel, as 
may be required. 

“You are instructed to make all 
practicable use of the aeroplanes at 
San Antonio for observation. Tele- 
graph for whatever reinforcements 
or material you need. Notify this 
office as to force selected and expe- 
dite movement.”’ : 

When the troops were ordered into 
Mexico the following statement was 
issued at the White House. 

“An adequate force will be sent at 
once in pursuit of Villa with the sin- 
gie object of capturing him and put- 
ting a stop to his forays. 

“This can be done and will be done 
in entirely friendly aid of the con- 
stituted authorities in Mexico and 
with scrupulous respect for the sov- 
erzignty of that republic.” 

Secretary Lansing confirmed re- 
ports from Queretaro that counter 
proposals had been made to the Car- 
ranza Government in connection with 
the proposed protocol. These were 
understood to be today before Car- 
ranza and his Cabinet. The Secre- 
tary would not disclose their nature. 

Regarding use of the Mexican rail- 
ways, Secretary Lansing issued the 
following formal statement: 

“Tl do not consider the railroad 
question worthy of discussion. It 
really isn’t a factor in the situation 
any longer.’’

BANKS INCREASED 
TWENTY PER GENT 


City Equalization Board Order 
Increases Taxes on Capital 
and Surplus $347,800. 


The City Board of Equalization will 
this year establish a precedent by 
ignoring the direction of the State 
Board of Equalization to assess the 
capital stock and surplus of banks 
at 50 per cent of the face value, and 
instead will assess them ‘sat 70 per 
cent, the basis that is applicid’to in- 
dividuals, estates and other corpora- 
tions in St. Louis. 

The effect of this decision will be to 
‘nake this year’s assessment of banks 
and trust companies approximately 
>14,800,000, instead of $32,000,000, as 
the State Board had directed. It menns 
the banks will. pay $347,800 more 
taxes this yerr than the State Board's 
order would have required, if the rate 
is $2.35 on the $100, as it was last 
year. 

It is expected that all of the banks 
Will jrin in asking the city board 
to hear their protests, when they re- 
ceive notices tomorrow of the board’s 
decision. 

The banks and trust companies 
sworn returns this year of 
personal property aggregating $64,- 
000,000. For five vears it has been the 
ruling of the State Board that this 
property should be assessed at 50 per 
cent of its face value. Before that, 
it was the practice of the State 
Board to order a 55 per cent assess- 
ment of the caetet stock and sur- 
plus of banks. 

70 Per Cent Basis, 

Personal property of all kinds is 
being -assesged this year by the city 
board on @ 70 per cent basis. Many 
taxpayers, acting without legal ad- 
vice, have made returns of personal! 
property in which their holdings are 
given in at 100 per cent, or its ac- 
tual value, as nearly as it can be 
determined. If these taxpayers were 
to appeal, the board members say 
they would vote to reduce the assess- 
ment to 70 per cent of the return, in 
order to equalize the assessment. 
Investigatidhs by the board have re- 
vealed that other taxpayers. have 
themselves deducted 30 per cent and 
more from the actual value of their 
holdings, before making affidavit to 
the assessor. 
The City Board also. let it be 
known yesterday that it will reduce 
the assessment of real estate im- 
provements in Carondelet by prob- 
ably $2,000,000. The assesment of 
ground and builaings in this district 
was increased more than $7,000,000 
this year by James F. Brady, a dis- 
trict assessor selected by the Effi- 
ciency Board.

The cleri- 
cal force of the assessor's office 
was conceded to be inadequate, also, 
and the pay of clerks too low, rang- 
inz down to $70 per. month. 


Their Work Important. 
Members of the Equalization Board 


pointed out that the work of district 
assessors is second in importance to 
that of no other class officials, and 
that the city would lose mamey and 
do an injustice to many taxpayers 
by neglecting to provide the _ re- 
quired number of assessors, or to 
pay enough to retain the services of 
competent men. 

The. value of an: energetic, exper- 
ienced assessor, with sufficient cour- 
age to increase assessments on prop- 
erty that has been rated too low, is 
demonstrated strikingly in the ex- 
perience of John H. Bohle, who in 8 
years has added $50,000, 000 to the as- 


sessment lists in the downtown busi- 
ness district. 

When Bohle was assigned to the busi- 
ness district eight years ago, he found 
real estate assessments generally were 
on a basis of 25 per cent or less. In 
other parts of the city, property was 
being assessed on a basis of 70 per cer, 
Bohle added $10,000,000 to realty assess- 
ments the first year and $10,000,000 the 
second year. He has been diligent in 
le oking up the personal property hold- 
ings of men living in his district, which 
extends as far west as Vandeventer 
avenue, between Washington avenue and 
Market street, and, it is estimated, has 
increased the personal assessment more 
than $10,000,000 in the same period. 

Added $7,000,000 in Year. 

James F. Brady, Assessor for District 
No. 1, which includes all of the city 
lying south of Meramec street and Per- 
nod avenue, added more than $7,000,000 
to realty assessments this year, the first 
he has served. 

Thomas. J. Flood, Assessor in District 
No. 11, which includes the best resi- 
dence streets of the city, in the West 
End, hae added $2,500,000 to real estate 
assessments this vear, the first he has 
served, 

On the increased assessments arranged 
by Bohle, the tax collected this year will 
amount to $1,750,000, if the rate of $2.35 
on the $100 is continued. 

Brady's reported increase of $7,000,000 
would: yield $164,500 in taxes from the 
South Side at the same rate, and Flood’s 
increase will add $58,750 to the revenues.

Of first importance 
among the documents expected are affi- 
Cavits taken from American and other 
survivors of the Sussex disaster. 


Contents of Affidavits. 


It,is understood the statement is made 
in various official documents that offi- 
cers of the ship, and possibly passen- 
gers other than Americans, saw the 
wake of a torpedo. It also is possible 
there are included in the documents af: 
fidavits regarding the finding of the al- 
leged torpedo fragments. 

Secretary Lansing has allowed it to 
become known that statements regard- 
ing the finding of the fragments might 
be accepted by the United States, should 
there be sufficient reliable corrobora- 
tion. 

The State Department probably will 
proceed cautiously in that regard, how- 
ever, recalling that in the case of the 
Hesperian a fragment, said by Amert- 
can naval officers to have been a part

Berlin Says No German Warship Was 
in Vicinity of Palembang. 
BERLIN, April 8—(By Wireless to 
Sayville.)\—The text of the German Gov- 
ernmeént’s communication to the Dutch 
Government with regard to the investi- 
gation into the sinking of the Dutch 
Steamer Palembang, is as follows, ac- 
cording to a dispatch from The Hague 
given out by the Overseas News 

Agency today: 

“The reports of all men-of-war which 
might come into the question (the Pa- 
lembang incident) have been received. 
At the time when the Palembang met 
with the accident, no ship belonging to 
the German navy was even in the 
neighborhood of the place where the 
vessel was sunk. It must, therefore, be 
considered impossible that the Palem- 
bang was hit unintentionally by a tor- 
pedo fired against an enemy man-of- 
war.” 

A Rotterdam dispatch to the Copen- 
hagen Politiken on March 390 said that, 
according to evidence gathered by the 
Dutch ministry of marine, the Palem- 
aan was torpedoed while she was ly- 
it aléuaside a British destroyer which 
was engaged in picking up mines, and 
that the inference was drav’n that the 
Palembang was sunk by a submarine 
which intended to destroy the British 
warship and not the.

The ship was cut in two op- 
posite the bridge, the after part, thanks 
to the solidity of the bulkheads, con- 
tinued to float. 

"On deck, several passengers who har- 
pened to be on the port side, saw the 
torpedo when quite close to the ship; 
cne of them even telling his neighbor tc 
‘look at that great fish swimming 
toward thé ship.’ ”’ 

Of the affidayits of Sussex survivors 
taken by the American Embassy in 
Paris it is understood there is none by 
any American who claims to have seen 
a torpedo.

Father Dead, Two Sons and 
Deputy Constable Wounded 
in- Exchange of Bullets. 


By Long Distance Telephone to the 
Post-Dispatch. 

NEW FLORENCE, Mo., March 8.— 
George Lorton, 65 years old, a farm- 
er, was killed, and his two sons, Wal- 
ter, 30, and James, 34, and Deputy 
Constable Henry Utter were serious- 
ly wounded in a shooting affray this 
afternoon on a farm two miles sdéuth- 
west of New Florence, when Utter 
and Constable R. L. Cowell tried to 
serve a writ on the Lortons ousting 
them from the farm. 

Mrs. Sophie E. Loe, 60 years old, a 
widow, owner of the farm, and the 
elder Lorton’s aged mother were in 
the room of the farmhouse which 
was a part of the scene of the shoot- 
ing. They were uninjured. 

Mrs. Loe served notice on the Lor- 
tons to give up the farm March 1. 
They refused to do so, and she filed 
an unlawful detainer suit before a 
Justice of the Peace, who issued the 
writ the constables were trying to 
serve. 

Owner in the House. 

Mrs. L@e had preceded them to the 
farm and was in a room to which 
the front door of the house opened, 
talking the. matter over with Lorton 
and his sons. They failed to reach 
an understanding, and just before the 
constables arrived, Mrs. Lee said, the 
elder Lorton became excitédly angry, 
and procured a revolver with which 
he threatened to kill her, 

She said one of his sons prevented 
him from carrying out the threat. 

The other son, looking out of the 
window at this time, saw the con- 
stables walking across the 200-yard 
space between the road and tlie house. 
He told his father, and when the con- 
stables were within 20 feet of the 
house, 
his sons threw open the door, and, 
stepping just outside, bégan firing 
at the constables. They returned the 
ire and the elder Lorton fell. A 
moment later the son fell.  . 

The other son inside the room shot 
through a window, the charge from 
his shotgua striking Utter in the 
face.

Speaker was ore of the r-iinstays of 
the Boston club, both in fielding and 
batting, and contributed largely to the 
winning by his team of two world’s 
series during hi’ eight years with the 
Red Sox. 

In return for the famous plaver, Bos- 
‘on will receive, Manager Carrigan said, 
two plavers—Pitcher 8S. P. Jones and In- 
fielder Evans and a cash considera- 
tion. The amount to be paid was 
not announced. 


Highest-Salaried Player. 

The release of Speaker is to have 
Leen -caused by inability to come to 
terms on the question of salary. Two 
,ears ago, when Speaker was eagerly 
sought by the Federats, he was given 
a contract for two years at a salary 
reputed to have been $18,500, the high- 
«st ever paid a ball player. To close 
‘his deal, Joseph J. Lannin, owner of 
he Red Sox, met Speaker at the dock 
upon his return from a trip around 
the world with an all-star team. At 
the passing away of the Federal 
leazue, Lannin offered Speaker a con- 
tract for this year calling for a much 
smaller salary, said to be about $9090 
The result was that they failed to 
cceme to terms.

The Owen Magnetic, while new in ap- 
rearance, is not a new idea in principle. 
Seventeen years ago it was born in the 
prain of J. B. Entz, brother of T. B. 
Entz of St. Louis, who is well known 
for the many electrical appliances which 
he has created. The idea that Entz had 
was a magnetic condition caring for 
that work which had been done by gears.

PRIZES FOR PICTURES 
OF GOOD ROADS AND BAD 


WASHINGTON, April 8.—A nation- 
wide photographic contest in the, in- 
terest of the “Good Roads Every- 
ywhere’ movement, with cash prizes 
of $2600 open to everybody, was an- 
nounced at the National Highways 
Association headquarters here today. 

Col. Theodore Roosevelt and the 
two well-known writers, Miss Ida 
Tarbell and Mark Sullivan, will serve 
as judges in the contest. 

The photographs selected in the 
competition will be used to establish 
in Washington a national exhibit on 
the good roads problem designed 
primarily to promote a _ nationally 
conceived scheme of highways. 

In connection with the pending 
legiglation in Congress to have the 
Federal Government shoulder a part 
of the task of “good roads” construc- 
tion, the National Highways Associa- 
tion, it is explained, desires to have

WHEAT REPORT BULLISH 


if War Continues Question of 
Grain Supplies Will Prove 
Interesting. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 8—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted weekly review, 
today, says. 

“Supposing the country’s winter wheat 
crop to be reduced, as vyesterday’s 
Government forecast indicates, 24 per 
cent from the harvest of 1915, and the 


spring wheat crop to be proportionately 
lower, what would it mean, to Europe 
wr to this country? The _ 1,000,000,000- 
bushel total wheat yield of last year 
would be replaced by 760,000,000 bush- 
els. 

“This would have been considered an 
enormous crop in any season prior to 
the outbreak of the war. Yet, if the 
war continues—as it probably will—the 
question will have to be answered in 
relation to the war. 

‘The 891,000,000-bushel wheat harvest of 
1914 was one of those events which 
turns out, by pure force of accidental 
circumstances, to be a godsend to ev- 
eryone concerned. Europe’s harvests 
were relatively almost as deficient as 
in 1897 or 1879, and so were those of the 
rnmajority of outside producing states. 
Without the war, it is entirely reason- 
able to suppose that a profitable for- 
eign market would have developed for 
the surplus from every large American 
harvest. The American grain trade did 
not think so, and was plunged in gloom, 

with prices steadily declining, up to the 
bo sree when Germany declared war. 

The Big War Market. 

“Instantly the German Baltic fleet 
tied up the Russian wheat surplus, a 
‘war panic’ over means of subsistence 
followed the ‘war panic’ over financial 
credit. As soon as the ocean highway 
was reopened, the whole forcign con- 
suming world, so far as it had access 
to our port, became a frantic bidder for 
American grain. The result, so far as 
our own country’s trade and prosperity 
were concerned, everyone knows. Even 
with an average American harvest in 
1914, the world might easily have seen 
the price of wheat well above the $2-a- 
bushel price, which it had not reached 
in New eYork since the corner of 1 
or the 69 shillings a quarter average 
trazette price, which Liverpool had not 
witnessed since 1567. 

“This country’s abnormally large 
crop of 1914 put an end to such possi- 
bilities. But the still larger American 
crop of 1916, with the better results in 
Canada and Australia, did more: it 
wave belligerent Europe a chance to se- 
lect the cheapest market and escape the 
clutches of the speculators. Since last 
autumn what has sold not very. far 
above the normal price, except so far 
as blockades or extortionate freights 
have added a fictitious cost. 

‘To have planned and raised an- 
ether crop, as much larger than last 
Vear’s as that was larger than the crops 
before the war, would have been a ques- 
tionable experiment. It would at least 
have riskea what has happened in some 
other wars; the making of the farmer’s 
prosperity directly dependent on con- 
tinuance of the conflict. 

To that extent the caution of the 
wheat planters (since a smaller acreage 
is as much responsible for the present 
outlook as the unfavorable season), is 
another example of the prudence with 
which the average American regards 
the war. 

The Future Wheat Crop. 

“But it still remains to be seen how 
far short of recent yields the total 
American crop wi't run. lk urthermore, 
the gquestion~—always the great gamble 
of productive !ndustry—as to what the 
Outcome In the rest of the a_-icultural 
world will be, is yet to be determined. 
A really shori crop for the world at 
large, at this juncture of the war, 
might have interesting results. 

“Among the week-end compilations 
was the totai of bank checks drawn in 
the United States during March. The 
figure, $20,67$,000,000, not only rose 49 per 
cent abeve I9ls, but broke all monthly 

recedent; the previous high record hav- 
tng joe last October's $20,144,000,000,

The New York cotton future mar- 
ket, after rather a quiet week, up- 
set at times by political news, gained 
from the previous Saturday 56 points 
on the May option and 20 points on 
December.

Exports of cotton Friday were un- 
usually heavy, and brought what 
promised, early in the week, to be a 
small movement up to very respect- 
able size. Kriday the exports were 
over 75,000 bales, bringing the total 
for the week to 122,433 vales, and the 
total since Aug. 1 to 4,124,458, which 
compares with 6,722,513 for tne same 
period last season, Apparently there 
is reason to believe tnat 100,000 bales 
per week is not too much to expect 
irom now on, and such ae ‘figure 
would assure a total exportation of 
0,375,000 bales . 

Freights are reported easier. New 
York reported that as low as $2 per 
hundred may. be secured from that 
port to Liverpool. The week’s move- 
ment to foreig countries was di- 
vided as ‘ollerws: To Great Britain, 
66,606 bales; to France, 19,673; to 
otuer Continental countries, 28,882, 
to China-ang Japan, 7212. Stocks of 
cotton abroud are not large, and 
their importing seems to be gauged 
by their gweekly needs. 


Liv €rpool Stocks Lower. 


Liverpool stocks declined during 
the week, imports being 74,000 bales, 
of which 66,000 were American: for- 
Warding to spinners were 90,000 
bales, of which 69,000 were Ameri- 
ean. Total stocks are 859,000 bales. 
of which 643,000 are American. ‘I'nis 
is less than 10 weeks’ supply at the 
present rate of forwarding. 

Continental Europe is even less 
supplied, the estimated stocks being 
about one-third ot what they held 
at the same time last vear—some- 
thing above 4v0,000- bales of Ameri- 
can, compareq with about 1,260,000. 
Witn the shipping situation almost 
entirely in the hands of Great Brit- 
ain, they can, whenever the occasion 
demands, increase the movement of 
cotton in that direction. 

While Liverpool's daily sales are, 
small, the forwardings measure the 
activity of spinners and they are at 
the rate of 15,000 bales each day. How 
much cotton is stored in this country 
for Kuropean account it is impossible

Spot markets were steady. 
Sales have been large for this 
time of the year and prices satis- 
factory. Demand only has served to 
draw cotton on the market. At no 
time recently has there been any un- 
reasonable pressure to sell or an in- 
stance where offerings served as a 
weight on prices. Financing seems 
easy, and a certain large quantity of 
the cotton stock in this country seems 
indefinitely retired from the market. 
The strength of this position is unde- 
niable; its weakness will not be de- 
veloped unless there is prospect of a 
very large crop of cotton. 

The planting of the next crop will 
be watched with some apprehension 
by the trade, which fears the effect 
on the farmer of the present satis- 
factory price of cotton and the high 
price of cottonseed. While the ending 
of the European war might correct 
the disparity between demand and 
supply. the uncertainty of such an 
event is too great to allow it to en- 
ter into the calculation of proper 
acreage, and planting will probably 
be on a scale commensurate with cur- 
rent needs. taken in connection with 
the aurplus now existing.

Persistent selling, which began in 
the wheat pit soon after, the start 
consisted largely of liquidation by 
bull holders. Aside from anxiety re- 
garding the crisis with Germany, ad- 
vances in war-risk insurance rates 
on the Atlantic, owing to heavy loss- 
es which submarines have inflicted 
on shipping, gave impetus to.a spread 
of bearish sentiment, and so too did 
a break in the New York stock mar- 
ket. Besides, milder weather in Can- 
ada, and favorable temperatures and 
snowfall in the winter crop belt, 
tended further to handicap the bult 
side of the market. 

Absence of authority for assertions 
that Germany would disavow the 
sinking of the Sussex prevented the 
late recovery in the wheé@at market 
from becoming mbdre complete. On the 
other hand, the upturn in prices was 
helped somewhat by word that con- 
siderable ex ge business was Uone 
today, and y prospect that the 
United States visib supply total on 
Monday would show a substantial 
falling off. 

Corn was depressed by the weak- 
ness of wheat. Unsettled weather 
failed to act as an offset. There were 
reports that the acreage of oats in 
the southwest was assuming huge 
proportions.

The Government crop report on 
winter. wheat, issued Friday, and 
showing a condition of 78.3 per cent 
of a normal, ainst 88.8 last year, 
95.6 in 1914, aia 87.3 the average for 
the last 10 years, with a loss in con- 
dition between Dec. 1 and April 1! 
of 9.4 points; compared with an aver~ 
age decline of 3.5 points between 
those dates in the Jast 10 years, was 
about in line with trade estimates. 
The crop indicated was 495,000,000 
bu, against 655,000,000 bw harvested 
last year, 684,990,000 bu in 1914 and 
an average for the five years to 1919 
of 441,000,000 bu. 

Since the crop figures were com- 
iled, however, weather conditions 
1ave been almost ideal for .winter 
wheat development. Had high tem- 
peratures followed the thawing-and- 
freezing weather of two weeks ago, 
the loss to the crop might have been 
very severe. Recent rains over the 
entire belt, however, have permitted 
the wheat pulled from the ground to 
settle back and take root, and the cool 
days have permitted the plant to 

-row downward instead of upward. 

bis will assure a good root when 
the season turns warm, and there is 
no question but that much wheat that 
is talked of as abandoned will be re- 
claimed. 

This is invariably the case in years 
of reported heavy winter killing, and 
there is every reason to expect it 
this year, especially as private and

With the carry-over of the last crop 
the largest on record and a normal 
Sk ring wheat yield, there is every in- 
dication that this fall will see«the 
country with as much wheat as last 
vear, when the harvest reached the 
record of 1,000,000,000 bushels; for 
last vear the carry-over and farm re- 
serves were almost of record small- 
ness, owing to the unusual buying 
by foreigners in anticipation of a4 
long war in Europe.

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Incubators Essential 
for Best Hatching 


Where 300 or more chicks are 
hatched each year it is almost neces- 
sary that an incubator be used, ac- 
cording to F. E. Mussehl, assistant 
‘in the Poultry Husbandry Depart- 
ment of the Kansas State Agricul- 
tural College. “When the lighter, 
more active breeds are kept it is 
usualy imperative to hatch chicks 
in an incubator even when only 100 
or more age needeqg to renew the 
flock. Leghorns, Minorcas and simi- 
lar breeds, while having. many qual- 
ities to recommend them, do not 
make satisfactory mothers and the 
work of hatching and brooding the 
chicks may be done more satisfac- 
torily with incubators and brooders.” 

Many farmers say that the labor 
and time saved in looking after one 
incubator rather than 15 or 20 set- 
ting hens, is enough to make the 
purchase of an icnubator practical. 
The advantage of having a greater 
number of chicks all of the same 
size and age, and of having them 
free from lice an@ vermin when 
hatched, also should be considered. 

W. A. Lippincott, Profesor of Poul- 
try Husbandry, gives the following 
hints for the benefit of incubator 
users: 

“Always disinfect an old machine 
before starting a new hatch; soak it 
thoroughly inside with a 3 per cent 
solution of any standard stock dip. 

“Be sure that the sun can’t shine 


on the incubator at any time of day. 
Many good hatches are spoiled this 
way without the owner’s knowing it. 

“Only those eg s should be used 
for hatching ich weigh two 
ounces ore ae This makes 
pounds to the dozen, which is 
standard weight for eggs. 

“All eggs should be normal in 
shape. Pufiets hatcned from the un- 
usually long or round eggs are like- 
ly to lay abnormally shaped eggs in 
urn. 

“Don’t forget to put a tray of sand 
below the e&g tray and keep it well 
puddled with moisture. 

‘Turn the eggs twice a day until 
the eighteenth day. Cool them once 
a day in the same period. When held 
to the lips they should feel cool. 

“Be sure that the wick is trimmed 
so it gives a round flame. C a€ers 
on the wick are sure to resu., in a 
smoke sooner or iater.”’

Number of Hens to One Male. 

lI read your poultry columns in the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch. I find them in- 
teresting and valuabie. My own experi- 
ence is a modst one and it may be of in- 
terest to some poultry raisers. I have 15 
hens and one male, Buff Orpingtons. lL 
have this season set 66 eggs and hatched 
65 chicks. I have lost only four since 
they were hatched. I am limited to a 
back yard about 80x60 feet. What do 
you think of my feeding system for lit- 
tle chicks? The ration is about as fol- 
lows: Boiled egg and bread crumbs 
mixed with millet seed, also whole wheat 
and kafir corn ground up. I also have 
a nice little piece of growing wheat for 
them to feed off of. They are all healthy 
and are growing in fine shape. I am 
greatly interested in poultry and believe 
in poultry most thoroughly.—Mrs. A. J. 
C., Shawnee, Ok. 

Most authorities would say that you 
have too many females with the male, but 
you surely are getting fertile eggs. Or- 
dinarily, in a Variety like the Orpington, 
it would be better not to have quite so 
many females as 15 with one male. I 
appreciate the fact, however, that there 
is a difference of opinion about this and 
some claim: that it is better to have 10 to 
15 females with a male than a smaller 
number. Much depends upon the birds 
themselves and upon the care they are 
given. I think you are following a verv 
good plan of feeding. I do not think 
millet seed is very valuable as a feed for 
poultry, but it is not positively bad. It 
is sometimes used in litter to make the 
fowls scratch because it makes them 
work on account of the smallness of the 
seed. It is sometimes valuable, there- 
fore, for exercising purposes. 


SmalP Eggs. 

When the hen lays a small egg with- 
out a yolk it is a sign the hen is going 
to quit laying and become broody, or 
is it a sign that she is just starting to 
lay and this is the first egg?—C. H., St. 
Louis, Mo. 

These are mistaken notions. Neither 
of the abive suppositions is true. These 
small eggs may be laid any time during 
the laying period, and there are three 
rrincipal causes for same. Any foreign 
substance passing through the oviduct 
of the hen will be covered with a small 
portion of albumen and with the shell. 
It has been said that you can insert 
@ marble into the oviduct of the hen and 
that she will cover that with shell, etc., 
and lay it. When the yolk leaves the 
ovary, sometimes the vitelline mem- 
brane surrounding the yolk will break 
and let the volk contents pass out into 
the body cavity. A part of this yolk 
material may enter the oviduct and 
stimulate the oviduct to action and 
result in making a very small egg. A

small part of the chalazae, or thick 
albuniinous substance which immediate- 
ls’ Surrounds the yolk may be left in the 
oviduct, which would later stimulate the 
oviduct to action and result in the 
formation of a small egg, with no sign 
of a yolk. Or as the yolk breaks the 
follicle, which holds the yolk to the 
ovary, it may rupture a small blood ves- 
sei and this causes a smal! clot of blood 
to form, and if this enters the. oviduct it 
will sometimes cause the oviduct to be 
stimulated, causing a small egg to be 
formed. If a large amount of albumin- 
ous-forming foods are fed to thehen, 
that portion of the oviduct may be over- 
stimulated so that an over supply of al- 
bumen is formed, and this white is se- 
creted by this section of the oviduct and 
it is covered with a small shell and laid 
by the hen. 


Cannibalism in Young Chicks. 
Can you kindly tell me the cause of 


chicks picking one another's feet. I 
have 65 Single-Comb White lWLerhorns, 
three weeks old. They pick at each 
other’s feet from the second or third 
day until their feet and toes bleed. They 
are worse when they see the blood. I 
have them in a brooder 24x48 inches, 
floor covered with litter. Have bone 
meal, charcotl and grit before them at 
ali times. I feed Conkey’'s Starting Food 
the first week, feed five times a day. 
Second week feed Chamberlain’s Perfect 
Chick Food four times a day, and also 
give them steel cut oats and pieces of 
grass sod. I have another hatch off 
this week and do not want this trouble 
with them.—M. F., St. Louis, Mo. 

This trouble is quite common among 
chicks that are kept in close confine- 
ment and suffer for want of exercise 
and meat food and green food. [ff it is 
possible to provide some range for your 
chicks and let them get out on the 
ground, it will be advantageous in many 
ways. if vou can’t do this you must 
darken the windows in the room where 
the chicks are kept while they are in 
the brooder, and only let in more light 
during the period when the chicks are 
breing fed their scratch feed and when 
they are kept too busy to develop a bad 
habit of this nature. We have seen a 
rmumber of larg’ poultry farms where 
they frosted or painted the windows of 
fne brooding house a sort of blue color. 
This prevented the chicks from develop- 
‘ng this habit. We have seen others tie 
a small piece of tough meat on a string 
and swing it in the center of the brood- 
ev runway and place it just high enough 
so that the chicks would have to jump 
t» reach it. They were kept busy at this 
and did not develop this habit. I think 
the trouble in vour case resulted 
because of close confinement and be- 
cause of the fact that the chicks evi- 
dently haven't been given freedom on 
the soil as much ag they should have. 
Compel more exercise, darken your win- 
dows, give a tiny bit of green cut bone 
or ground meat each day and all

DESTROY BADLY-HIT 


TUBERCULAR FLOCK, 
SAYS QUISENBERRY 


Disease, New to American Poul- 
try, on Increase, Experiment 
Station Reports Show.

One of the newer diseases, so far 1s 
poultry in America is concerned, is | 
tuberculosis. While the disease has! 
been recognized for many years "| 
Europe, it was not discovered in th:s | 
country until about 1900. It is quite pos- 
sible, however, that fowl! tuberculosis 
existed in America prior to that time, 
but had never been properly diaygnose/. 
For years poultryvmen have been baffle 
with a peculiar lingering disease whic'! 
for want of a better name, they called | 
“going light.’’ It may be that the 
trouble was tuberculosis, but not so 
recognized. 

Reports coming 


to the various experi- 
ment stations indicate that the disease 
is On the increase, and that unless 
prompt steps are taken to eradicate it, 
tuberculosis may become a serious men- 
ace’ to the poultry industry. For this 
reason, poultry raisers should. be able 
to recognize the symptoms and should 
know what steps to take in case it is 
found on the premises. 

Tuberculosis is due to a specific germ 
very similar to, if not identical with, 
the germ which causes tuberculosis in 
cattle and consumption in human be-} 
ings. It is transmitted from one bird 
to another by contact only; that is, the 
germs never travel through the air, as | 
is the case with the germs of certain 
other diseases The most common | 
method of transmission is through the | 
droppings. While some _ investigators | 
claim that the disease can be trans- | 
mitted through eggs laid By infected 
hens, this fact does not seem to have 
been definitely established. 

Disease Works Slowly. 

Une reason why foul tuberculosis is 
so hard to combat’is that it works 59 
slowly. It is possible for practically the 
entire flock to become infected before 
the first victims begin to show outward 
symptoms. The first symptoms noted 
are usually that the bird is losing flesa 
and becoming listless and droopy. The 
plumage becomes ruffled and loses its 
gloss. -The comb and face grow pale. 
The eyes may appear normally, or even 
abnormally bright, due to fever. The 
patient slowly grows weaker, perhaps | 
becoming.unable to walk on account f | 
weakness. The droppings become green | 
and death finally ensues. 
‘Birds showing the above 
before death should be opened and eare- 
fully examined; in fact, much 
learned by. performing a post-morten 
on all birds that die, from whatever 
cause. Fowl tuberculosis rarely attacks 
the lungs. Almost invariably it is the 
liver which becomes infected. Small 
vellowisn or whitish spots (tubercules:, 
of a cheesy consistency and varying in 
size from one-sixteenth to one-fourth 
inch in diameter, will be found scattered 
over the surface of the liver. These 
tubercles are the hatcheries for the 
germs which do the deadly work,: ani 
will always be found in birds whicn 
have died from this disease. 

Best Method of Treatment. 

No certain cure has yet been discov- 
ered. The disease can only be eradi- 
eated by killing and burning the in- 
fected birds, and thoroughly cleaning | 
and disinfecting the premises. If the | 
flock has become badly infected, the | 
only safe thing to do is to dispose of | 
the entire flock and allow the pvlant to 
stand a year before restocking it. The 
yards and runs should be deeply plowed 
or spaded, and sown to some green 
crop. Commercial chloride of lime should 
be scattered about the houses, on the 
droppings platforms, in the corners of 
the runs, etc. The interior of the houses 
should be thoroughly whitewashed, a 
pint of crude carbolic acid having been 
added to each five gallons of whitewash. 
It is best to strain the whitewash and 
apply it while warm by means of a/| 
spray pump, so that it will penerate 
every crack and crevice, All eating 
troughs, drinking fountains, etc., should 
be thoroughly disinfected with anv 
standard coal tar preparation. Thor- 
ougiiness should be the watchword. 
otherwise the efforts will be in vain.

“Can one {magine a state of affairs 
in Europe after the war such as we 
have the leisure or a free 
enough hand to divert our strength 
and efforts to such a task on the 
American continent?" 

No Designs on United States. 

“Equally ridiculous, though unfor- 
tunately this phase has a serious 
side, are rumors which I understand 
here and there are current in the 
United States that Germany, after 
the war, will take revenge on the 
United States by pursuing an anti- 
American policy. It is even reported 
to me that some apprehensive souls 
in America foresee from -victorious 


Germany an attempt to break down 


the Monroe Doctrine, plant its flag 
in South or Central America, or even 
a design to'leap upon the United 
States and crush them in order to 
attain mastery of both continents. 

“I need hardly assure you such re- 
ports, which from time to time have 
been set afloat by enemies of Germany. 
in the evident intention of stirring fee!- 
ing against it, are too absurd for de- 
nial. I need only recaH’that Germany 
bas never placed itself in opposition 
to the American principle of the Monroe 
Doctrine. 

“Again I would ask American doubt- 
ers to remember the attitude of Ger- 
Inany during the Mexican crisis. Al- 
though extensive German commercia! in- 
terests were involved and although there 
was a strong demand for independent 
action to protect these Interests during 
the protracted era of disorder, the Im- 
perial Government at all times stood 
for leaving the United States a free hand 
in its policy toward Mexico. The Wash- 
ington Governinent was not, at any time.

many.

‘@ re are two systems of ignition gen- 
jiy used, the high tension or jump 
siark and the low tension or make and 
system. The high tension system 
hae been developed to a high degree of 
perfection for automobile use. The low 
tepsion system is not generally used at 
present on automobiles, but is used ex- 
tenbively on motors not subjected to 
varying speeds. On stationary engines 
the make and break system is used con- 
siderably. 

Since the subject of this article has 
i do more with automobiles, a brief de- 
seription of the working of the high ten- 
gion system will be discussed. 
'Btarting with a three-cell 6-ampere 
hour storage battery we have an elec- 
irical pressure of about six volta. This

Likewise the condensor being charged 
in this manner immediately discharges 
through the primary and aids in effect- 
ively breaking down the magnetic field 


created about the primary. The ‘field, 


is built up and broken down rapidly, 
thereby creating in the secondary wind- 
ing a current of very high potential. re 
end of the secondary may be grounded 
on the primary; the other is led to the 
spark plug, where it jumps the gap 
and returns to ground, completing the 
circuit. This ground may be made or 
the primary within the coil, since two 
currents of an unlike naturs may pass 
over the same wire. 

The current in passing through the 
points of the interrupter causes more 
or less corrosion and pitting of the 
points. These must be kept clean to 
obtain the best results. 

In the modern ignition system for 
multi-cylinder thotors this interruption 
of the primary is accomplished ty the 
circuit breaker or interrupter in con- 
junction with a high-tension distributor. 
However, the principle involved is the 
same in that the battery current is 
stepped up through a transformer and 
distributed to the cylinders in @ man- 
ner to conform with the order or se- 
quence of firing. 

In the foregoing Initial eurrent fs de- 
rived from the battery. When fully 
charged good resulta are obtained. As 
the voitage of battery decreases by con- 
etant use exciting of the coil is re- 
duced and the ignition becomes less ef- 
ficient. In the modern battery systems 
a generator is installed on the motor 
which keeps the battery constantly 
charged and always at its highest point 
of efficiency. If given reasonable care 
and attention this system is quite fool- 
proof and very reliable. 

A sketch Ie also shown of the magneto. 
With this system the current is mechan- 
ically generated. The armature of the 
magneto employs prictically the same 
wiring as that of the coil. A number 
of turns of primary is wrapped about 
the spool of the armature and over this 
are many turns of fine secondary 
wire. Ag the armature rotates between 
the pole pieces of the permanent mag- 
nets a very powerful induced current is 
set up in the secondary which !s led to 
the distributor and from this point to 
the respective cylinders, In a previous 
article the principle of the magnet) was 
discussed showing how this current is 
generated. 

At point "X”’ is shown a ciroult break- 
er of modern type, which makes the tr- 
terruption of the primary circuit. 

In a four-cylinder motor the armature 
is driven at crankshaft speed, which 
affords two interruptions of the primary 
at each turn of the circuit breaker 
against the rollers ‘‘Y.”’ 

At “Z” is shown an adjustment screw 
for regulating the contact puints. 

Distributor finger “P’’ is driven by a 
gear off the armature’‘and travels at 
half time to it. Thus a spark is led to 
each cylinder as the distributor fingers 
makes contact with the segments in ac- 
cordance with the firing order, 1, 8, 4, z.

Likewise the collector 
brushes should be inspected and cleaned 
once in a while. A little of the best 
grade of oil should be used for lubrica- 
tion. Quite often considerable annoy- 
ance may be avoided by an occasional 
inspection. One poor connection wil) 
kill the whole ignition system

For this reason the body of the porce- 
lain subjected to the carbon deposits 
should be kept clean. 

Likewise, the insulator should be in- 
spected for defects if the motor dves 
not fire properly. A slight defect will 
permit the current to short circuit within 
the plug before reaching the gap. Igni- 
tion takes place under the resistance “f 
compression. The ordinary motor has 
about 60 pounds compression, while at- 
mospheric pressure is only about 14 
pounds. Thus it may readily be ceen 
that the current will follow the path of 
least resistance. 

The cleaning of a spark plug is a 1im- 
ple matter and if done occasionally 
much better results from the motor ~ “Ill 
be obtained and many annoying delays 
anticipated. F

Ansted says: “There is no greater 
fallacy upon which to build a manu- 
facturing business than to be geluded 
into the belief that there is no end 
to the sacrifices that can be made 
in robbing a car of its quality in or- 
der to make it fit a low price. Any- 
body can take quality out of a car 
and make the price commensurate; 
but the great constructive job abead 
of all automobile manufacturers is 
to Le able to build better cars each 
succeeding season, and despite their 
improved quality to so increase their 
manufacturing and buying power, so 
that the price can come down. 

“In other words, the manufacturer 
today must give more actual intrinsic 
value per dollar than ever before. 
Quality must be preserved, but done 
in such a manner that cost can be 
reduced at the same time. The man 
behind the Lexington car realized this 
many years ago, and began then to 
carefully prepare and work out -a 
plan—a gigantic manufacturing sys- 
tem that today produces better cars 
for less money. There are no slip- 
shod methods in the Lexington—no 
chance—no accidental growth—no 
haphazard %r unmerited expansion, 
but a gradual unfolding of a mighty 
preconceived plan which today takes 
form in @ great group of co-related 
industries.

Four Men Held, Trench by a 
Bluff; Unarmed Corporal 
Captured 16 of Enemy. 


Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, March %.—Here are a few 
of the official stories of heroism con- 
tained in a list of distinguished conduct 
medal awarda just made: 

Ford, Sergt. A. W., Depot. Rifle 
Brigade, and Ellingham, Actg. Cpl. J., 
Fifth Rifle Brigade—‘‘For conspicuous 
gallantry. When every one in their 
trench on a front of some hundred 
yards had been killed or wounded, ex- 
cept themselves and an officer and one 
other man, and the enemy were within 
200 yards, in force, Sergt. Ford, Corp. 
Ellingham and their companions, by 
moving up and down the trench and fit- 
ing rapidly, bluffed the enemy into be- 
lieving the trench was strongly occu- 
pied, and they held it until retirement 
that night. By their bravery and in- 
trepidity they saved a break in the line, 
which would have prevented the safety 
of the subsequent withdrawal.” 

Oakhill, Col. H. W. “A” Battery, 
R. F. A.—“For conspicuous bravery and 
resources in repairing wire under heavy 
fire. On one occasion, single-handed 
and unarmed, he captured an enemy 
sniper, and learning from him that some 
of the enemy were in a house near, he 
went to it and ordered them to sur- 
render. Fifteen at once gave themselves 
up, and later, with the assistance of 
gome infantry, he captured 25 more men 
in the cellar of the same house,” 

Nunn, Private G. Seventh East 
Surreys—‘‘For conspicuous gallantry; he 
mounted and fired a machine gun till 
it was put out of action, he being the 
only man left of the gun team. He then 
dug himself in, and only retired when 
ordered, bringing away his gun and tri- 
pod. ' 

Robinson, Sergt. J., Seventh Cana- 
dian Infantry—“‘For conspicuous gal- 
lantry. In the progress of a heavy ene- 
my attack a mistaken order was passed 
through the trenches ordering retire- 
ment. As the men started to leave their 
position Sergt. Robinson got them back, 
and with great coolness and bravery 
kept them fn their places. He has in- 
variably exhibited great bravery and de- 
votion, and, in spite of his age, 68 years, 
has always exhibited the greatest cheer- 
fulness under dangerous conditions and 
trying times.”’ 

Bates, Lace Corporal CC. First 
Berkshires—‘‘For conspicuous gallantrv 
when he went out in front of our line 
and brought in a wounded officer under 
heavy fire. The officer was wounded in 
the throat, and was being suffocated, 
but Corporal Bates forced a straw down 
his throat, thus enabling him to breathe 
and suck water from a bottle.” 
Collier, Second Celonel E. J., 176th 
Tunneling, R. E.—“For consistent gal- 
lantry during mining operations. He 
continued his work in a gallery with ris- 
ing water till he was nearly drowned.”’ 

Sheppard, Private F. J., Ninth Rifle 
Brigade.—“For conspicuous gallantry: 
he stayed from 6:30 a. m. till 6 p. m. 
(long after the company had retired) by 
his company commander, who was very 
badly wounded. Private Sheppard de- 
fended him against many bomb attacks 
until he died, when he brought his equip- 
ment into the British lines, and reported 
himself for duty, notwithstanding that 
he himself was wounded in the back.”’

RAT NESTS AFFORD CHEAP FUEL 
FOR POOR MEXICANS IN ARIZONA 


Marketing From Government Forest 
Reserve Improves That Area and 
Reduce Namber of Pack Rats. 


DOUGLAS, Ariz., April 8—Many Mex- 
ican refugees here are using rat nests 
for fuel at 25 cents a cord or $5 a car- 
load. ‘ 

The idea of marketing these nests orig 
inated with employes of the Chircahua 
National Forest near here. The nests 
are being sold in accordance with the 
established policy of the Forest Service 
to market all valuable products of the 
national forests when this can be done 
without damage to the forests or injus- 
tice to forest users. 

The nests are built of chips, bark, 
branches and other wood debris found in 
abundance on areas cut over by timber 
contractors. Pack rats are well known 
fcr their architecture. They collect this 
Waste material in large quantities and 
utilize it in the construction of their 
abodes, which frequently rise to a height 
of three feet. 

According to forest officers the remov- 
al of this inflammable trash improves 
the appearance of the Chiracahua Na- 
tional Forest, greatly decreases the fire 
hazard, makes more room for the 
srowth of grass ahd tree seedlings, and 
tends to reduce the number of pack rats, 
which are a notorious pest.

What the Gary Plan Is 


T is a system whereby (1) a student is promoted in 
each study as fast as he shows proficiency—one 
might, for instance, pe doing eighth-grade work in 
grammar and a lower grade in arithmetic: 

teacher instructs classes in only one subject: 
schools, with playgrounds and auditoriums, are kept 
open the year round and by a relay system their capac- 
(4) there is practical manual training; 
(5) the school day is longer, with ample time both for 


> summer as in winter, thus saving them 
three or four months out of each year if 
they wish to save them. 

All the children attending any par- 
ticular school are divided into two groups, 
just as if they were to attend separate 
buildings. By having one of the groups 
start and end an hour earlier than the 
other, and by having one group make use 
of the laboratories, auditorium, gymnasium 
and manual training shops while the other 
is using the class rooms, the capacity of 
each building is practically double what 
it would be under the St. Louis system. 
u Another advantage of this is that a child,

equipped for the future as they should 
have been after 12 or 13 years of study. 

The unpedagogical business man reasons that there must be some 
thing wrong with a system that can begin with a child of five and carry 
him through a dozen years of systematic training, leaving him at the 
end without a splendid equipment with which to begin working out a 
destiny. it unfortunately happens that he often is so left, and that in 
many instances much of the learning he has gained is so insecure and 
hazy in his mind that he is unable to make adequate use of it. 

Particular stress is made upon the frequent deficiency of high 
school graduates in such simple things as spelling, geography, penmanship 
and arithmetic. Usually the system of instruction is blamed—not the 
teachef. 

It is true that the schools have a pupil only six or seven hours of the 
day, five days a week, eight months of the year. It is also true that they 
are overcrowded. Here in St. Louis there is talk of a bond issue to 
build more schoolhouses. There is constant outcry that we haven't 
enough room for the children of school age. Similar conditions exist in 
most large cities. These are problems which have engaged the attention 
of thinking men all over the land. 


At least one answer has been suggested. It is known as the Gary 
plan. Whether the Gary plan is a better system than the one we have, 
time oniy can tell. It is so named because it has been put into execution 
in the town of Gary. Ind., a city of 40,000, largely inhabited and con- 
trolled by. employes of the United States Steel Corporation. For the in- 
formation of its readers, the Post-Dispatch gives the following outline of 
the system, expressed in layman’s language: 


The slogan of the public school system such as we have in St.. Louis is, 
“A seat for every child!” The Gary slogan is, “An education for every 
child!” 
desks are assigned, there is room for nobody else. In Gary, no seats are 
assigned. All the pupil gets is a locker for his personal belongings. He 
uses any seat that may be vacant when he is in a class room. When he 
goes out he leaves that seat for anybody else for the next class or study 
period. 
This is made possible by a series of alternations. The school day is 
lengthened so that several separste sets of classes may use the"same room 
at different tinies. one set being in another recitation reom or in the 
recreation grounds or laboratories when the other is occupying it. The 
seat-for-every-child argument is that the pupil gets a place in which he 
has a settled .interest and thereby developes a social sense--a sense of 
obligation to the community. The Gary argument is that a pupil can do 
a’ sum in long division just as well at one seat as at another, and that a 
social sense can be developed better when each child realizes he is one 
of many joint holders of community property. 


In the St. Louis system a teacher in the lower grades has charge of 
all the recitations of all the pupils in her room. She teaches arithmetic, 
grammar, spelling, history, geography—practically everything. In the Gary 
system, one who knows how teaches only arithmetic, another who knows 
how teaches. grammar, another who knows geography teaches geography. 
In other words, the Gary plan contemplates the employment of an expert 
to teach each separate subject, so that a teacher who knows mathematics 
but is weak on physiology, may teach mathematics and let somebody else 
teach the other study. This is the plan already in vogue in most ef our 
universities and high schools. 


In the st. Louis system, a child who fails to pass examinations in 
some of his studies is not promoted to the next grade. in the Gary sys- 
tem, if a child is up on his grammar but behind on his arithmetic, he is 
promoted to a higher grammar class and is kept where he is or even de- 
moted in arithmetic. Thus the same boy might be doing eighth-grade 
work in one subject and fourth or fi rade work in another. Gary chil- 
dren are promoted by subjects, not ades. 


in the St. Louis system a child who § weak or in poor health keeps on 
studying until, perhaps, he drops behind® In the Gary system if a teacher 
observes that a girl is weak and anemic, he sends her out to play or to 
work at gardening and, when the roses come back to her cheeks, permits 
her to resume studies where she left off. 

instead of having playgrounds in the parks, the plan in Gary is to 
have them in connection with the schools and to make these the recrea- 
tional centers of the city. The school buildings are kept open night and 
day and become the social centers of their various neighborhoods. 


Under the Gary plan a school is conceived to be.a place wherein are 
provided means for training all the activities of the child. He is taught 
how to study, how to apply his knowledge practically and how to play. 
Fach school building should have, in addition to the usual equipment, an 
auditorium, complete gymnasium with a swimming pool, laboratories, 
workshops of various kinds, a big playground and a garden. 

The school day begins at 8:45 a. m. and ends at 4 p. m., the play- 
ground being kept open until 5. The schools are kept open the year round, 
so that all children who wish it can get the same kind of training in 


In St. Louis, when our schools are crowded and all the available - 


deficient in one subject, may make up 
the deficiency by working with a class 
in that same subject in the other group. 

Kindergarten, primary, grammar and high school grades are all taught 
under one roof. An effort is made to give the younger children an op- 
portunity to watch the older ones at work. 

The Gary system emphasizes industria] training, although not to the 
neglect of study in the usual subjects. Starting at an early age the boys 
are given shop work. It is not the same kind of shop work taught in most 
schools. If a boy wishes to know how to make a certain kind of wood- 
work joint, he doesn’t learn from a young lady who learned it from a 
normal teacher who learned it from another normal teacher. Instead he 
learns it from a practical workman who has been employed at his trade 
and who has made it earn him journeyman’s wages. 

He learns carpentering from a carpenter, painting from a painter, 
plumbing from a plumber, printing from a printer and so on. AS many 
trades as possible are offered so that the boys may get at least a rudi- 
mentary idea of them and decide for themselves which they like best 
or for which they are best adapted. They help their instructors in prac- 
tical jobs on the school premises. The boys who don't care for manual 
work spend their time on something else. The girls learn something about 
sewing, millinery, cooking and the other domestic arts. 

Arrangement is made so that pupils may leave the school grounds at 
certain hours in the day to devote the time to matters outside the curri- 
culum in which their parents or teachers may wish to have them trained. 
Thus some of the children, at the request of their parents or teachers, 
go to nearby churches for religicus, instructions, or to take music lessons 
or to read at the public library. 

Play is under the supervision of trained physical instructors and 
playmasters, and extra attention is given to building up those children 
for whom other cities establish special open-air schools., At nights and 
on Saturdays not only the children but their parents as well may use the 
facilities provided in the school buildings, Work benches or sewing ma- 
chines, for instance -to make articles to be used at home or to get special 
training in sewing, millinery, china painting, etc. 

Arguments against the Gary system are many and are entitled to 
earnest consideration. It is said that a school system that would be 
suited for a small, industrial city would not be suitable, for instance, for 
a large city such as St. Louis. It is said that lengthening the school hours 
lessens home training and weakens home influence. It is denied that 
actual results are better in Gary than in cities which use the old system. 
The plan is called too expensive for great centers of population. 

However that may be, the largest city in the United States is making 
a test of it. William Wirt is the founder and director of the Gary sys- 
tem. The city of New York has hired him to give one week a month and 
pays him $16,000 a year for that time to conduct an experiment at schools 
set apart for that purpose. The arrangement was made over the violent 
protest of some of the leading educators of the city, among them Supt. 
Maxwell. 

New York is thinking about raising $40,000,000 to ide its school 
system adequate. Wirt told New York it could remodel the existing build- 
ings and make them adequate, with the Gary system, at a cost of $4,000,000. 
He made his suggestion as a business proposition and New York is trying 
it out in a business-like way. 

“The worst possible form of an educational plant,’ Wirt once said in 
an address in St. Louis, “is a massive brick and stone building, with 
every device perfected for keeping children quiet in a strait-jacket 
school seat all day long. Children are annihilated in such a school, not 
educated. The traditional class room study school building may answer 
very well for the mechanical study of the text books. The new school 
gives the child one-fourth of his time for the formal study of text books 
and for the formal organization of what he has learned during the remain- 
ing three-fourths of his time in real activities. The addition of facilities 
for real activities in a combined workshop, playground and school make 
real. genuine education possible. It provides for a more efficient use of 
hooks and a more thorough and genuine acquisition of culture.” 


The United States Department of the Interior sent investigators of the 
highest educational standing to Gary to make a thofough study of the 
system and to give an unbiased sccount of it. In his report (United States 
Bureau of Education, Bulletin, 1914, No. 18) P. P. Claxton gives an ex- 
haustive account of what they learned. And this is his opinion of the 
plan as expressed in his letter of transmittal: 

“A study of this report will, I believe, show that the superintendent 
and Board of Education of the Gary schools have succeeded in working 
out plans for a more economic use of school funds, a fuller and more ef- 
fective use of the time of the children, a better adjustment of the work 
of the schools to the conditions and needs of individual children, greater 
economy in supervision, a better correlation of the so-called ‘regular work’ 
and ‘special work’ of the school, a more practical'form of industrial edu- 
cation and at a cost less nearly prohibitive than is usually found in public 
school# in the cities of this country.”

est woman in Sonora and the richest heiress in North- 
ern Mexico. 

In the earlier chapters of his courtship one can read 
the story of a quiet farmer, scholar and inventor, whom 
love awakened from his books and his machine shop and 
dispatched into the turbulent world to prove that, under 
the stimulus of a woman’s glance, he could’ muster up 
military talent surpassing those of the professional sol- 
diers of his country. 

Up to four years ago the name of Alvaro Obregon was 
not known outside a very small circle,,even in Sonora, 
his native State. There was an Obregon family, it was 
true, made up of prosperous ranchers and farmers, long 
settled in Sonora. Some of Alvaro’s ancestors had mar- 
ried among the Yaqui Indians: the blood of the Mexican 
Apaches could be detected in his high cheek bones, but 
his Spanish, or Spanish-Irish, descent was obvious in 
his blond coloring. He and his family connections were 
well regarded in-their community, quiet and law-abiding 
and never mingling in politics. 

Of Alvaro Obregon it was known that he owned a 
good-sized farm, had an English education, was an om- 


nivorous reader, and had considerable mechanical abil- . 


ity. Out at his ranch he had a machine shop where he 
spent much of his time. Some of his friends knew that 
the studious young farmer had invented an improvement 
on an agricultural machine, for which a corporation in 
the United States had paid him an excellent price. 


If it had not been for this machine, in the first in- 
stance, Obregon might have remained a student-farmer 
all his life, working on his other inventions in his spare 
time, and taking occasional trips to Los Angeles for 
recreation. For stirring events had come to pass in 
Mexico, but had left the even tenor of his life undis- 
turbed. Porfirio Diaz ended his long regime with a 
quick flight to the sea, and Francisco Madero came into 
power. In 1912 Pascual Orozco, the “chameleon of Chi- 
huabua,” so called because he changed his colors so 
often, started a revolution against Madero in Chihuahua. 

In the midst of these events we find Obregon, by 
invitation, calling at the hacienda of Francisco Tapia, 
wealthy land owner, to explain to him the workings of 
Obregon’s agricultural machine. Tapia introduced his 
caller to the young mistress of the great ranch, Senorita 
Maria. The artistocratic old man had no misgivings. 
It was outside the range of his utmost imagination that 
this obscure farmer, part Yaqui Indian at that, should 
venture to lift his eyes with hope to his daughter, So- 
nora’s rich and beautiful heiress. , 

But a glance from her dark eyes Set a turmoil to boil- 
ing in the visitor's pulses. All at once his books be- 
came stale, his tools grew prosaic. He pondered over 
the methods which he might employ to place himself in 
a position to seek her hand. He might possibly make 
himself rich; but this would take years. The quickest 
way to climb to her level seemed to him to lie in the 
military profession. . 

'n a moment the bookish farmer determined to turn 
himself into a soldier. He went about it with the meth- 
od of a student, for first he devoured all the books on 
tactics upon which he could place his fingers. The next 
thing was to procure himself an army. This, fortu- 
nately, lay at his hand. He went to the Yaquis of his 
native State, the one tribe of Indians north of the 
tropics not yet thoroughly pacified. They received him 
joyously. He was of their blood and, what was more, 
he had never denied the fact. Instead, he declares 
he is proud of it; certainly he never hesitates to talk 
about it. , 

He at once found himself fa command of a body of 400 
a’le and willing fighters. § did not take them long 
to initiate their new Colonel into the mysteries of guer 
rila fighting, and soon his reading enabled him te 
improve considerably on thelr system. 

Obregon led his band over the border into Chihua- 
bua and at the battle of Ojitos, where Orozco was é> 
fcated, the newcomer won recommendations for bravery 
and military skill from two persons who were pot se 
willing to commend him later—Victoriano Huerta and 
Francisco Villa, then just coming-to the surface of re- 
spectability, after some years ef outlawry. The three 
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worked together to preserve Madero’s administration. 

Then came the sinister tragedy which cost Madero’'s 
life and set Huerta in the presidential chair. Obregon 
was almost the first man to declare himself against 
Huerta, and it is said that he anticipated Venustiano 
Carranza himself. He was one of the parties to the plan 
of Guadeloupe, where the rebels against Huerta’s Gov- 
ernment took the name of Constitutionalists. 

Obregon met Carranza there and the two struck hands. 
Huerta thought enough of Obregon to try to win him over 


to his side. It is said that orders from the national pal- 
ace were: “Buy him or kill him.” They were able to 
do neither. 


Obregon’s experience in Sonora in 1913 made him a 
General. In a military sense he found himself opposed 
to Gen. Ojeda, perhaps the most efficient commander on 
Huerta’s side. Although outnumbered often, shut off

from supplies anc in a hostile country, Ojeda gave Obre- 
gon all the work he wanted. The Federal General fought 
Indian style and according to books; he fought with ip- 
fantry, cavalry and artillery; when Obregon thowght 
he had his enemy whipped and on the run, he would turn 
and fight some more. To the young Colone! the cam- 
paign was a practical West Point education. 

In the meantime Villa had been mounting like a 
comet in Chihuahua, and the string of victories con- 
vinced him he was a bigger man than Carranza. Dis- 
sension between the First Chief and his foremost Gen- 
eral grew until Villa, followed, of course, by Zapata, 
broke out into open revolt. Carranza picked Obregon to 
overthrow the rebels. 

Gen. Obregon, as his title now was, first gave Zapata 
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drubbing near 
and chased his 
SH . forces out of Mexico 
eae City. Then he marched 

nortl. to meet Villa who 
was considered unbeatable. To the amazement of all 
Mexico, Obregon gave Villa a sound thrashing at Quere- 
taro; and soon afterwards, to prove that this victory ~ 
was no fluke, but a result of superior generalship, de- | 
feated Villa twice in two weeks at Celayo. Villa’s 
rocket, which had soared to the skies, now dropped, a 
burned-out stick; and he sank swiftly from revolution- 
ary hero to his true level, that of bandit. These tri- 
umphs flashed Obregon’s namé throughout the country 
as Mexico’s greatest military leader. 

But he won this fame at the cost of his right arm. 
It was crushed by a fragment of shrapnel in the second 
battle of Celayo; and when, after its amputation, he 
opened his eyes, who do you suppose was bending over 
him tenderly, in the uniform of a nurse of the White 
Cross? You are-right. It was, of course, Senorita 
Maria Tapia, who had enlisted in this way to do her 
part in alleviating her country's sufferings. 


The patient who returned to health under her care 
was a far different man from the studious farmer whom 
she met four years before, and whom she heard explain- 
ing his agricultural machine to her father. Now he 
was Mexico’s fcremost soldier, the right-hand man of 
First Chief Carranza, the conqueror of Villa. At last he 
felt that he had snatched from the battlefield the right 
to offer his hand to the girl who had been the inspira- 
tion of his victories; and she seemed to be of the same 
opinion, for she did not deny his suit. 


There were scme months of delay, for Senor Tapia, a 
conservative member of the land-holding aristocracy, 
had no sympathy with the Constitutionalist party’s pro- 
gram of distributing the big estates among the peons, 
But he could not venture to oppose a victorious General, 
and besides it might be good policy to have a son-in-law 
in the camp of the enemy. So he yielded. Then there 
was the trousseau, which, according to Mexican custom, 
the bridegroom must order. It took three months to as- 
semble the trousseau, for Obregon, in his ardor, sent not 
only to Los Angeles, but to New York, for the outfit. 
At last the wedding occurred, in March, and Carranza 
officiated as best man. 

Time will tell to what destiny Gen. Obregon will lead 
his young wife; but many expert observers predict that 
he will go far in Mexico. For he is not only a soldier, 
but is considered a good man, honest and loyal. It 
would not surprise students of Mexican conditions if 
Obregon one day became President of the republic, which 
would make his wife the “first lady of Mexico.” 


Obregon is popular in Mexico in a way no other man 
is. He does not rant or pose as a “Gringo”: hater, a 
politician’s dodge that is always effective among the 
peons. On the contrary, he knows the United States 
well-and appreciates its institutions. This is shown in 
an interview he gave to an American newspaper man 
in Sonora in 1913. 


“This country has much, very much, to learn from 
the United States,” he said. ‘We must bring your 
great public schools to our country, so that all may re- 
ceive an education, rich and poor alike. We must 
borrow generally of your taxing system, so that the 
wealthy may bear their share of the public expense. 
We must copy your laws, so there will be equal justice. 
There is so much we need from you, so much you can 
let us have. 


“We must borrow your money for a time, so that we 
can develop our natural resources, and in return for all 
this we will welcome you to our country, but that does 
not mean that you may monopolize our resources or 
seize upon our utilities. There has been too much of 
that in the past and it must stop.” 


Outside of Mexico Obregon is considerably admired. 
Gen. Funston, Gen. Pershing, Capt. McCoy and many 
other American officers stationed along the border have 
expressed admiration for his soldierly qualities and his 
grasp of difficult situations, 


Asked what he thinks of the Mexican leaders as mil- 
itary men, an American officer is likely to say: “Well, 
I have not, had much opportunity to observe them close- 
ly. At first Villa seemed to have considerable punch, 
but he could not broaden. Angeles seemed promising 
up to the time he quit. Now Obregon, he seems con- 
siderable of a fellow. All in all, he seems to be the best 
of the lot.”

With more than 50 varieties of United States stamps to choose from-—he never has utilized 
any of a foreign issue—Mr. Schneegass has be.n able to obtain practically the same tints 
that noted artists have in their original sketches. Stveral of his pictures are reproduc- 
tions of famous paintings, probably the most noted of which is one of Rosa Bonheur’s 
Horse Fair, which is startlingly like the original when viewed at 
a distance of a few feet. In addition he has worked out several 
ideas of his own, in which the American eagle and the United 
States flag play a prominent part.

HILE the cinema producers on the other side - 


of the Atlantic are finding that the war at 

home is using up all their surplus energies, 

American moving picture impresarios are 
invading the South American field and getting a large 
part of its business. Movies are as much the rage in 
Argentina and Brazil as they are anywhere else in the 
world and since the natives have learned what excellent 
films the American made ones are, they are in great 
demand. 

An interesting story of his experiences, particularly 
in Buenos Aires, is told by E. M. Porter, who spent 
several months there demonstrating Famous Players’ 
films. He took with him many of the best films that 
have been produced before American audiences and they 
were eagerly received by the South Americans. Some 
of the Argentineans expressed surprise, saying the im- 
pression had teen le‘t by European manufacturers that 
American films were not first class. 

“Il can safely say that the average motion picture 
theater in Brazil and Argentina compares very favor- 
ably with the houses in the United States,” states 
Porter. “One of the peculiar things about Argentina is 
the fact that there are more ‘cinema bars’ than the- 
aters. These ‘bars’ are cafes in which films are ex- 
hibited and these replace the usual theater in many 
towns, outside of Buenos Aires especially. 

“Another peculiar Argentine custom consists in divid- 
ing the performance into four sections, each running 
an hour. When you purchase your ticket you state 
whether it is for the four sections or, if you desire 
simply to drop into the theater for an hour, you buy a 
ticket for one section. 

“Each of these sections consumes about one hour’s 
time. But the performance seems longer than that 
because the managers there divide a reel which we 
ordinarily term a ‘single reel’ into three parts. The 
lights are flashed up fgr an instant and the spectator 
has the unconscious impression that the performance 
is longer than is really the case. The attempt to create 
the impression of greater length films proves conclu- 
sively that the time is ripe for the exploitation of four 
and five reel features. 3 

“In Brazil, the very interesting custom obtains of 
having a huge lobby in the first-class theaters.

' “One of the most interesting exhibitions which I 
beheld was that in the New Theater in Buenos Aires.

An orchestra of 
18 pieces was engaged to play for the performance and 
everything was arranged in accordance with the best 
American precepts. 

“As everyone knows who is at all familiar with life 
in Buenos Aires, society there must have its tea at ex- 
actly 5 o’clock. Nothing is permitted to interfere. I 
believe that if the city were burning down society would 
repair to the big hotels which were not actually in 


flames in order to have its tea. I therefore planned te

“Great enthusiasm had been manifested by my guests, 
among whom were the Mayor of the city and at least 
50 persons who were prominent in society, but | was 
thoroughly prepared to have them depart at the cus- 
tomary hour. But not one of them stirred! Every 
person in the theater remained until 6:30—a fact which 
astounded even the managers of the theaters. 

“Of course, Buenos Aires is celebrated as one of the 
greatest operatic centers of the world where all t 
internationally famous opera singers appear. It is here 
that Geraldine Farrar has scored one of the biggest 
successes of her career. Particularly did she triumph 
in the operas ‘Carmen’ and ‘Madame Butterfly.’ It was 
natural then that Buenos Aires should have been de 
lighted with the film adaptation of ‘Carmen.’”

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'” Russian Girl Captured 21 Germans # 


i MONG a party of Letts who have succeeded in 
escaping from a village in Courland, now oc- 
cupied by the Germans, is a girl of 17, who 
has been rewarded, for a great deed of brav- 

ery, with the St. George’s Cross, according to a Rus- 

sian account. 

A small German detachment marched onto the 
farm owned by this girl’s father. Sentries were left 
outside to keep watch on a hill quite close, while the 
rest entered the house and prepared to have a good 
time. The young German Lieutenant turned to the 
girl, with the order to get wine at any cost, as their 
supply had run short. She says she was told that un- 
less she fulfilled the order the house would be set on 
fire and she herself subjected to violence. 

There were two barrels of heavy old liquor, made of 
spirits and berries, in the cellar, and a bright idea 
struck the girl. Before giving them the cordial she 
dropped into it some powder, mace of bluebells, which 
brings on heavy drowsiness. The first barrel was soon 
emptied, and the demand came for more. Tae second 
barrel contained a double portion of the powder, and 
the Germans soon began to roll onto the floor 

Seeing her enemies helpless round the barrel, she 


filled a bowl with the liquor, took it out to the sentries, 
who stood freezing in the cold, and gave it them to 
drink, incidentally mentioning that she was fulfilling 
the officer’s orders. The bowl was soon emptied. She 
then returned to the house and carefully disarmed the 
soldiers, who, sunk in heavy slumber, lay about in 
different attitudes, and hid their weapons deep in the 
cellar. Meantime her father was fastening with ropes 
the limbs of the insersible Germans. 

Having accomplished her task with the prisoners, 
the girl proceeded to find her way out to the Russian

“Tt have disarmed and tied up 20 German soldiers 
and one officer; hasten, and take them prisoners,” were 
the excited words with which the girl addressed the 
head officer of the Siberian Rifles. The soldiers were 
amazed at the audacity of the young Lett, and could 
hardly believe her story. However, she persuaded them 
to follow her, and when they reached the farm they 
found the Germans still fast locked in their drunken 
sleep. Several pails of ice-cold water flung in the faces 
of the sleepers soon roused them. 


The Woman “Worth an Army to the Nation” 


The poem was published in the Atlantic Monthly for 
February, 1862. It was immediately copied all over the 
country by newspapers, anc made its way into army 
hymn books. It was soon the marching and fighting 
song of the Union armies. Thus Mrs. Howe became one 


of the two women whose works were the most influen- 
tial literary factors in the conflict. If Harriet Beecher 
Stowe, with her “Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” had much to do 
with precipitating the war, then Mrs. Howe’s martial 
hymn was po negligible element in the victory of the 
North. It became to the Federals what “Dixie” was to 
the Souch. 

With this song Mrs. Howe reached the climax of her 
life as a national influence, but her remaining half- 
century was filled to the brim with labors. She became 
a famous lecturer on women’s rights, on religion and 
philosophy, on all manner of public subjects. She was 
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the first woman to be elected to the American Academy 
of Arts and Letters. She was for years in the foremost 
ranks of the equal suffrage movement. But that one of 
her works which rings newest in the ears of today is 
the manifesto which she issued during the progress of 
the Franco-Prussian War, under the title of “An Appeal 
to Womanhood Throughout the World.” Sentences 
from it are: 

“Again, in the stght of the Christian world, have the 
skill and power of two great nations exhausted them- 
selves in mutual murder. Again have the sacred ques- 
tions of international justice been committed to the fatal 
mediation of military arms. Thus men have done. 
Thus men will do. But women need no longer be made a 
party to proceedings which fill the globe with grief and 
horror. Despite the assumptions of physica! force, the 
mother has a sacred and commanding word to say to the 
sons who owe their life to her suffering.

He was conscious, but quite 
dazed by the shock, and it was painful to see him try 
time after time to get on his feet in order to rejoin his 
troop, only to find that he could not even stand stead- 
ily. Then he would drop down again with a look of 
thorough disgust with himself for his ill-luck. As I told 


him later, he wag a fortunate man not to be killed out- 
right.” 


Capt. Dodd recovered entirely from his wound, and 
in 1900 went to the Philippines for service, this time 
as Maj. Dodd. There the success of his splendidly 
drilled Troop F was notable. In 10 days the troop was 
in three fights, without the loss of a man, but accounted 
for 184 insurrectcs dead and 75 :aptured, besides the

On April 11 the troop of 60 men, outnumbered 10 to 1, 
inflicted a crushing defeat on an insurrecto force lead 
by Gregorio Aglipay, near Baldoc, Luzon. A few days 
later the heroic troop gave battle to 1300 rebels near 
Bantac and defeated them decisively. Only one of Dodd's 
men was wounded, and he slightly, with a spear thrust. 
His experience on the Indian frontier gave Maj. Dodd a 
training in savage warfare that came into good use in his 
campaign in the Philippines. 

He returned to this country in 1903, and was ordered 
to the Montana frontier when the Chippewa Indians 
threatened trouble. He was. promoted to Lieutenant- 
Colonel of the Tenth Cavalry in 1904, and became Colonel 
of the Twelfth Cavalry in 1908. He made a second trip 
to the Philippines in that year, returning in 1911 for duty 
at Fort Robinson, which was his first station in 1876. 


After that, he served a year on the General Staff in 
Washington, and was actually urged to write his me- 
moirs—usually a sign that a man’s active life is over. 
He had previously written one book, about 20 years ago, 
on the training of cavalrymen, and it is used as a text- 
book in the army today. But then came Villa’s raid on 
Columbus, and with it Col. Dodd’s most resounding 
opportunity. Despite his age, he was ‘chosen for his 
veteran skill in guerilla fighting and for his ability 
to get speed out of his men. At 64 he still sits the saddle 
as lightly as most of his troopers, and his stalwart 
frame has proved itself equal to the most exhausting 
fatigues. Now, as always before, he asks none of his 
troopers to undergo hardships which he himself cannot 
share. 


Col. Dodd has always been so strict a disciplinarian 
as to earn for himself the reputation of a martinet, and 
he holds his men strictly to the letter of the regulations. 
On the other hand, his followers have always found him 
just and considerate, careful of their safety, cool and 
fearless in danger, and unwilling to subject them to 
peril wLich he himself did not face. He ts married and 
has three daughters, all married to army officers.

est women America has prodaced 


WO women above all others, in the history of 
this country, have employed the pen to wield a 
decisive influence upon the destiny of the United 
States. One. of course, was Harriet Beecher 
Btowe; the other was Julia Ward Howe, author of the 
“Battle Hymn of the Republic,” which was said to be 
the equivalent of an army in behalf of the Union cause 
in the Civil War. 

Mrs. Stowe died 20 years ago. but Mrs. Howe sur- 
wived her sister author until 1910, when she died at the 
age of 91. Her official biography has just been issued 
by her daughters. Mrs. Laura E. Richards, Mrs. Maud 
Howe Elliott and Mrs. Florence Howe Hall. (Houghton- 
Mifflin Co.) It recalis to memory her manifold ac- 
complishments as port. scholar and patriot: as well as 
eminent services to the causes of equal suffrage, 
woman's rights and international peace. The follow- 
ing brief resume of the two-volume biography may aid 
in reconstructing some picture of this distinguished 
woman of letters. the aunt of F. Marion Crawford, the 
Jamous novelist. 


ULIA WARD was born May 27, 1819. in New 
York. Two of the famous Gere als of the 
Revolutionary War were memiers of fami- 
lies from which she was descended — Nathaniel 
Greene and Francis Marion. Her fatior, 
Samuel Ward, was a wealthy banker. He was 
, the founder and first president of the’ Bank 
BS of Commerce in. New York, and one of the founders 97 
New York University. Her mother, the beautiful: Julia 
Rush Cutler, had some fame in that day as a poetess.

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notables the young couple met was the witty “:ergyman, 
Sydney Smith. He had lost money in American invest- 
ments, and on lending his crutches to Dr. Howe, who had 
an accident on shipboard, remarked: “And now an 
American doctor has deprived me of my last means of 
support.” 

In the Cumberland Lakes they sought the shrine of 
Wordsworth, and found the poet—as the bride wrote 
in a letter home—to be “a crabbed old sinner, who gavé 
us a very indifferent muffin. As he had just lost a 
great deal of money in Mississippi bonds, ycu may imag- 
ine that he felt particularly disposed to be cordial to 
Americans--and not knowing, probably, that New York 
is not in the heart of Louisiana, he was inclined no 
doubt to cast part of the odium upon us. 

“Kind heaven, at the termination of the evening, sent 
me an opportunity of imparting a small quantity of the 
internal pepper and mustard which had been ripening 
in my heart during the whole evening. The mother and 
daughter beginning to whine to me about their losses, I 
told them that where one Englishman had suffered, 20 
Americans were perhaps ruined. They replied, it was 
hard they should suffer for the misfortunes of another 
country. ‘And why,’ quoth I, ‘must you needs speculate 
in foreign stocks? Why did you not keep your money 
at home’? If we should speculate in English stocts, we 
should no doubt be ruined also.’ This explosion, from 
my meek self, took the company somewhat by surprise 
—they held their tongues and we departed.” 

A visitor to their lodgings in London was Florence 
Nightingale, then a young woman of 24. She wished to 
ask Dr. Howe whether it would be suitable for a young 
Englishwoman to devote herself to works of charity ia 
hospitals, and elsewhere, as the Catholic sisters did. Dr. 
Howe told her to follow whatever she felt her vocation 
to be. This conversation is said to have been the turn- 
ing point leading to Miss Nightingale’s future fame as 
a war nurse. 

The couple lived in a wing of the Perkins Institution 
ov their return to America. Dr. Howe was a man of im- 
meuse driving power. of white-hot metal of soul. No 
one could doubt who was the captain of the domestic 
ship, say the daughters of the marriage; their mother, 
afterwards a renowned exponent of equal rights, nevor 
for a moment, during her wedded life, questioned her 
husband’s position of command. 

From dhildhood Julia Ward's need of expressing her- 
self in verse was im- 
perative. Every emo- 
tion, deep or trivial, 
must take metrical 
shape. But her first 
volume of poems, ‘“Pas- 
sion Flowers,” was not 
published until 1853, 
when she was 34 years 
old and had had four 
children. No name ap- 
peared on the title 
page, but she was rec- 
ognized at once as the 
author, and the book 
became a literary sensation of 
the hour. It passed through 
three editions. Longfellow 


ee read the proof sheets, Whit- 
Ea ay tier and Emerson sent letters 
ie 73 of congratulation and Oliver 
eS Wendell Holmes sent an en- 
le aioe comiastic poem. 

[ee Three years later she pub- 
Pat lished a second volt me, ‘‘Words 
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for the Hour,” and the same 
year witnessed the production 
of her first serious dramatic 
work, a five-act play in blank 
verse entitled “The World’s 
Own.” It was performed in 
New York at Wallack’s The- 
ater and in Boston, with the 
elder Sothern in the leading 
part. 

Visitors at the Boston home whom the children re- 
member include Kossuth, John Brown, Charles Sumner, 
Louis Agassiz, Nathaniel Hawthorne, Whittier and The- 
odore Parker. The latter was regarded by many of his 
fellow clergymen in Boston as a pest of irreligion, but 
Mrs. Howe had already been inclined to his Unitarian 
views by her roading of Goethe’s “Faust.” Gibbon’‘s 
“Decline and Fall of the Roman Empire” and Milton s 
“Paradise Lost,’’ tne last of which convinced her of the 
nonexistence of hell. She recalled to her daughters a 
time when Dr. Parker was ill, and when it was possible 
for a Christian minister in Boston to pray to his Deity 
that Parker be removed from the earth. 

Soom came the opening days of the Civil War. Dr. 
Howe and his wife had been in the forefront of the abo- 
litionist movement, he for some time editing an anti- 
slavery daily newspaper, with her assistance. She went 
to Washington in the autumn of 1861 and was present 
at a review of troops, who swung past to the song “John 
Brown’s Body Lies a-Moldering in the Grave.” 

“Mrs. Howe,” exclaimed a companion, “why do you 
not write some good words for that stirring tune?” This 
question was the germ of the poem on which rests Mrs. 
Howe's great fame, “The Battle Hymn of the Republic.” 
The book tells the remarkable story of its composi- 
tion: 

“Waking in the gray of the next morning, as she lay 
— for the dawn, the word came to her. 
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**Mine eyes have seen the glory of the coming 
of the Lord’—— 


“She lay perfectly still. Line by line, stanza by stanza, 
the words came sweeping on with the rhythm of march- 
ing feet, pauseless, resistless. She saw the long lines 
swinging into place vefove her eyes, heard the voice of 
the nation speaking ‘hrough her lips. 

“She waited until the voice was silent, 
line was ended; then sprang from bed and, groping for 
pen and paper, scrawled in the gray twilight the ‘Battle 
Hymn of the Republic.’ She crept back to bed, and as 
she fell asle>p she said to herself: ‘I like this better 
than most things | have written.’ In the morning, while 
recalling the incident, she found she bad forgotten the 
words.”

UPPOSE the great British_ bat- 
tleship, Queen Elizabeth, after 
lying as a guest in New York 
Harbor, should steam out 
ahead of our warship Connec- 
ticut and, once on the high 
seas, with but a moment of 
ambiguous warning, should fire a broad- 
side into the Connecticut and compel her 
to surrender without firing a shot — 
would that mean war? 

Perhaps it would, but American history 
that perhaps it wouldnt. 

Suppose the warship of another nation should cap- 
ture a4n American vessel on the high seas, take it 
into one of its ports, declare it was a pirate when, 
at the worst, it was only a smuggler bearing am- 
munition to its enemies, and put to death its cap- 
tain and 52 of its passengers and crew—would that 
mean war? 

Perhaps it would, but American history also shows 
that perhaps it wouldn't. 

The American public has been worked up to great 
excitement several times within the last 21 months 
because of what we have considered outrages at sea, 
yet no case was anything like as serious as these two 
hypothetical cases would be. We have not yet gone 
to war. We did not g6 to war, either, over two actual 
cases exactly paralleling the hypothetical ones, al- 
though public sentiment in this country was almost 
unanimous for war in both instances and*immediate 
hostilities seemed inevitable. 

The first case was the Chesapeake affair in 1806 
when. Thomas Jefferson was President and James 
Monroe, afterwards promulgator of the Monroe Doc- 
trine, was the American diplomatic representative 
at the English Court. The other was the Virginius 
affair in 1873 when that intrepid fighter, Ulysses S. 
Grant, was President and the bellicose Gen. Sickles 
was the American Minister at Madrid. 


At the time of the Chesapeake affair, England 
was making war against Napoleon. It was a period 
similar in many respects to the one existing in Eu- 
rope today, with Napoleon’s Berlin order, declaring 
the British Isles in a state of blockade and Britain, 
by Orders in Council, virtually closing European 
waters to American commerce. It was also the time 
when the seeds of the war of 1812 were being sown 
broadcast, for English ships were impressing Ameri- 
can seamen, in arrogant disdain of the weak and 
struggling republic on this side of the Atlantic. 

In April, 1806, three negroes deserted from the 
English ship, Melampus, and enlisted for service on 
the Chesapeake, which was then fitting out in the 
Washington Navy Yard for a cruise to the Mediter- 
ranean. The negroes were American born, had been 
taken from an American ship in the Bay of Biscay 
and compelled to serve in the British navy. 

When the English Government heard of their de- 
sertion it immediately demanded the surrender of 
the three. Washington refused, insisting it could 
not recognize tke British right of impressment and 
would not turn over British deserters unless En- 
gland gave America the same right with respect to 
deserters from its own ships. This England refused 
to do, and the diplomatic exchanges came to naught. 

June 22, the Chesapeake left Hampton Roads to 
begin its voyage. Its commander, Commodore Bar- 
ron, had apparently forgotten the incident of the 
three negroes. At least, he saw nothing significant 
in the action of the British warship, Leopard, which 
sailed out ahead of him and loitered along until 
they were well at sea. 

The Leopard was a fine, 50-gun ship, far superior 
in armament to the Chesapeake. The American ves- 
sel was not ready for action, because the commander 
saw no need of being ready. Its crew was undrilled, 
its deck was littered with materials that had not 
yet been properly stowed and there were not even 
matches in readiness for its guns. 

At 3 p. m., the Leopard hailed the Chesapeake, 
which promptly lay to, to await a boat from the 
British. A Lieutenant came aboard her. He pre- 
sented to Barron an order from Admiral Berkeley 
at Halifax, notifying all

boarded her, took off the three negroes and a white 
deserter. Afterwards all four were sentenced to 
death: The white man only was hanged, the negroes 
were reprieved upon their promise to re-enter -the 
British service.” : 

When the Chesapeake returned to port with her 
wounded, the whole country was inflamed. Public 
meetings everywhere denounced the British and de- 
manded war. Men went about with crepe on their 
arms. “This country,” wrote Jefferson, “has never 
been in such a state of excitement since the battle 
of Lexington.” 

The Cabinet assembled. 
tant ports were warned. 
New Orleans and Charleston were hastily put into 
a state of defense. Gunboats were assigned to patrol 
duty on the coast. Military stores were procured 
and the states were directed to furnish 100,000 sgol- 
diers. -British cruisers were ordered from American 
watérs (an order which they contemptuously ignored) 
and Monroe was ordered to suspend all other nego- 
tiations at London until the act had been disavowed 
and reparation made. 

Then began a, long series of diplomatic exchanges. 
It was not until five years later that England dis- 
avowed the act, restored two of the negroes to the 
Chesapeake, the other having died in the meanwhile, 
and paid an indemnity for the dead men. While 
this affair was undoubtedly one of the many provo- 
cations which brought on the subsequent war, it 
was Officially a closed incident long before the be- 
ginning of hostilities. 

However, the bitter resentment the incident en- 
gendered bore fruit when war did come six years 
later. So much hatred had the American seaman 
acquired for the British navy that when hostilities 
began they went into England’s navy with almost a 
religious fervor. Their courage, skill and resource- 
fulness soon gave British naval prestige the worst 
shock it had ever received. 

At the beginning of the war there were only 17 
American warships while Great Britain had 1052, 
of which more than seven times the number of the 
American vessels were patrolling the American 
coast. Yet the first six single-ship actions, those 
between the Essex and the Albert, the Constitution 
and the Macedonian, the Constitution and the Java, 
the Hornet and the Peacock all were American vic- 
tories. 

This series of battles amazed the world. The 
American navy had done more damage to the British 
navy than the combined fleets of the rest of the 
world had been able to do in 20 years. The London 
Times, March 20, 1813, commented on this amazing 
record in view of the fact that as yet not a single 
American frigate had struck her flag. In conse- 
quence, the subsequent victory of the Shannon over 


this same Chesapeake was acclaimed in England as 


one of the great events of British history. 

Now for the second instance: 

When the Civil. War ended, there was in the port 
at Mobile a fine steamer, the Virginius, which had 
been built im Scotland as a blockade runner. She 
became a prize of the Federal Government. After- 
wards she was sold in New York to J. F. Patterson, 
who represented himself as the sole owner, but who, 
in fact, was acting for a syndicate of Cuban revolu- 
tionists, of whom Gen. Quesada and Jose Mora were 
the representatives. Ostensibly her papers were 
those of an honest trader although really she was 
a filibuster. 

In the spring of 1873 she cleared from New York 
with a cargo of freight for Curacao. At sea she 
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took on a consignment of Arms 
munitions for the Cuban patric 
she landed at Boca de Cabel 
southern part’ of the island? ~ 
In July, she was in harbor at Col 
where also was the U. 8. 8, Kansas and 
the Spanish warship Pizarro. The com- 
mander of the latter announced his in- 
tention of seizing her when she put to 
sea, The commander of the Kansas learn- 
dng, from the American Consul, that her 
papers appeared to be all right and that she was 
flying the American flag, cleared his vessel for 
action. 
As the Virginius steamed out of Colon, the Kan- 
sas steamed out in her wake. The commander of 
the Pizarro took the hint and dropped behind, unti) 
the Virginius was away in safety. 
Oct. 31 the Virginius was off the coast of Jamaica, 
under the command of Capt. Joseph Fry, formerly 
of the United States Navy and later of the Con- 
federfte Navy. She carried a crew of 52 American 


dent, and “General” Ryan, a Canadian soldier of 
fortune. The Spanish warship Tornado saw her and 
immediately gave chase. 
For seven hours the Virginfius evaded her pur- 
suer, but she was old and in bad condition and soon 
began to leak. Fry could do nothing but surrender. 
The Spanish came aboard, hauled down the Ameri- 
can flag and, according to some of the witnesses, 
spat upon and trampled it. 
Nov. 1 the Virginius was taken into the port. of 
Santiago. Nov. 3 there was a summary courtmartial 
on board the Francisco de Borja. Nov. 4 Ryan and 
three Cubans were shot as “pirates.” Nov. 7 Capt. 
Fry and 36 others were lined up against a wall and 
shot with circumstances of the greatest barbarity. 
The execution was hurried because Gov. Burriel of 
the port learned the British vessel, Niobe, was com- 
ing from Jamaica to make protest and would ar- 
rive that same day. 
Twelve more were executed on Nov. 8, despite the 
strongest protests of the American and British Con- 
suls, and in disregard of treaty stipulations between 
the United States and Spain. In reply to a request 
for his delay in answering questions asked by the 
American Consul, Burriel said he was “engaged, as 
everyone else, in meditation of the divine mysteries 
of All Saints and the commemoration of All Souls’ 
day.” 
Then began a long diplomatic interchange between 
Secretary of State Fish and Carjaval, the Spanish 
Premier. The Spaniards were full of “regrets,” and 
“deplored” the affair all over the place, but they 
did not seem at all willing to come to a showdown. 
The American public became disgusted and Fish’s 
name was hissed when it was mentioned at a great 
indignation meeting in Tammany Hall. 
Nov. 15 orders were given in Washington to put 
the navy on a war footing. The day before Fisb 
had wired to Gen. Sickles, “Unless abundant repara- 
tion shall have been voluntarily tendered, you. will 
demand the restoration of the Virginius, the release 
and delivery to the United States of the persons 
captured on her who have not already been mas- 
sacred, and that the fiag of the United States be 
saluted im the port of Santiago, and the signal pun- 
ishment of the officials who were concerned in the 
capture of the vessel and the execution of the pas- 
sengers and crew.” , 
That same day, Gen. Sickles wired to Fish that 
he had received an ill-tempered note of refusal. Nov. 
18 he wired that he was preparing to close the lega- 
tion, that a crowd the night before had surrounded.
